A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Lowrie,  their  Secretary: 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Senate  have  concurred  in  the  resolution  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  joint  committee  to  wait  on  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  inform  him  that  a  quorum  of  the  two  Houses  is  assembled,  and 
that  Congress  is  ready  to  receive  any  communications  he  may  be  pleased  to 
make;  and  the  Senate  have  appointed  the  committee  on  their  part  And 
then  he  withdrew. 

Mr.  Haynes,  from  the  said  joint  committee,  reported  that  the  committee  had 
performed  the  duty  assigned  it;  and  that  the  President  answered,  that  he 
would,  this  day,  make  to  the  two  Houses  of  Congress  a  communication,  in 
writing. 

A  message,  in  writing,  was  then  received  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  Mr.  Donelson,  his  Private  Secretary;  which  was  read,  and  is  as 
follows: 
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FelloW'Ciiizens  of  the  Senate 

and  HovLst  of  Representatives: 

The  pleasure  I  have  in  congratulating  you  upon  your  return  to  your  con- 
stitutional duties  is  much  heightened  by  the  satisfaction  which  the  conditioh 
of  our  beloved  country  at  this  period  justly  inspires.  The  beneficent  Au- 
thor of  <dlgood  has  granted  to  us,  during  the  present  year,  health,  peace, 
and  plenty,  and  numerous  causes  for  joy  in  the  wonderful  success  which 
attends  the  progress  of  our  free  institutions. 

With  a  population  unparalleled  in  its  increase,  and  possessing  a  character 
which  combines  the  hardihood  of  enterprise  with  the  considerateness  of 
wisdom,  we  see  in  every  section  of  our  happy  country  a  steady  improve- 
ment in  the  meani  of  social  intercourse,  and  correspondent  effects  upon  the 
genius  and  laws  of  our  extended  republic 

The  apparent  exceptions  to  the  harmony  of  the  prospect  are  to  be  refer- 
red rather  to  inevitable  diversities  in  the  various  interests  which  enter  into 
the  composition  of  so  extensive  a  whole,  than  to  any  want  of  attachment  to 
the  Union — interests  whose  collisiops  serve  only,  in  the  end,  to  foster  the 

Sirit  of  conciliation  and  patriotism,  so  essential  to  the  preservation  of  that 
nion,  which,  I  most  devoutly  hope,  is  destined  to  prove  imperishable. 

In  the  midst  of  these  blessings,  we  have  recently  witnessed  changes  in 
the  condition  of  other  nations,  which  may,  in  their  consequences,  call  for 
the  utmost  vigilance^  wisdom,  and  unanimity  in  our  councils,  and  the  exer- 
oise  of  all  the  moderation  and  patriotism  of  our  people. 

The  important  modifications  of  their  government,  effected  with  so  much 
courage  and  wisdom  by  the  people  of  France,  afford  a  happy  presage  of 
their  future  course,  and  have  naturally  elicited  from  the  kindred  feelings  of 
this  nation  that  spontaneous  and  universal  burst  of  applause  in  which  you 
have  participated.  In  congratulating  you,  my  fellow-citizens,  upon  an  event 
so  auspicious  to  the  dearest  interests  of  mankind,  I  do  no  more  than  respond 
•to  the  voice  of  my  country,  without  transcending,  in  the  slightest  degree, 
that  salutary  maxim  of  the  illustrious  Washington,  which  enjoins  an  absti- 
nence from  all  interference  with  the  internal  affairs  of  other  nations.  From 
a  people  exercising,  in  the  most  unlimited  degree,  the  right  of  self-govern- 
ment, and  enjoying,  as  derived  from  this  proud  characteristic,  under  the 
favor  of  heaven,  much  of  the  happiness  with  which  they  are  blessed;  a  pe6- 
pie  who  can  point  in  triumph  to  their  free  institutions,  and  challenge  com- 
parison with  the  fruits  they  bear,  as  well  as  with  the  moderation,  intelli- 
gence, and  energy,  with  which  they  are  administered;  from  such  a  people, 
the  deepest  sympathy  was  to  be  expected  in  a  struggle  for  the  sacred  princi- 
ples of  liberty,  conducted  in  a  spirit  every  way  worthy  of  the  cause,  and 
crowned  by  a  heroic  moderation  which  has  disarmed  revolution  of  its  terrors. 
Notwithstanding  the  strong  assurances  which  the  man  whom  we  so  sincerely 
love  and  justly  admire  has  given  to  the  world  of  the  high  character  of  the 
present  Eng  of  the  French,  and  which,  if  sustained  to  the  end,  will  secure 
to  him  the  proud  appellation  of  Patriot  King — it  is  not  in  his  success,  but 
in  that  of  the  great  principle  which  has  borne  him  to  the  throne— rthe  para- 
mount authority  of  the  public  will — ^that  the  American  people  rejoice. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  the  anticipations  which  were  mdulged  at 
the  date  of  my  last  communication  on  the  subject  of  our  foreign  affairs,  hav* 
been  fully  readized  in  several  important  particuU^rs. 
% 
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An  arrangement  has  been  effected  with  Great  Britain,  in  relation  to  the 
trade  between  the  United  States  and  her  West  India  and  North  American 
colonies,  which  has  settled  a  question  that  has  for  years  afforded  matter  for 
contention  and  almost  uninterrupted  discussion,  and  has  been  the  subject  of 
no  less  than  six  negotiations,  in  a  manner  which  promises  results  highly 
favorable  to  the  parties. 

The  abstract  right  of  Great  Britain  to  monopolize  the  trade  with  her  co- 
lonies, or  to  exclude  us  from  a  participation  therein,  has  never  been  denied 
by  the  United  States.  But  we  have  contended,  and  with  reason,  that  if,  at 
any  time.  Great  Britain  may  desire  the  productions  of  this  country,  as  ne- 
cessary to  her  colonies,  they  must  be  received  upon  principles  of  just  reci- 
procity; and  further,  that  it  is  making  an  invidious  and  unfriendly  distinc- 
tion, to  open  her  colonial  ports  to  the  vessels  of  other  nations,  and  close 
them  against  those  of  the  United  States. 

Antecedently  to  1794,  a  portion  of  our  productions  was  admitted  into 
the  colonial  islands  of  Great  Britain,  by  particular  concessions,  limited  to  the 
term  of  one  year,  but  renewed  from  year  to  year.  In  the  transportation  of 
these  productions,  however,  our  vessels  were  not  allowed  to  engage;  this 
being  a  privilege  reserved  to  British  shipping,  by  which  alone  our  produce 
could  be  taken  to  the  islands,  and  theirs  brought  to  us  in  return.  From 
Newfoundland  and  her  continental  possessions,  all  our  productions,  as  well 
as  our  vessels,  were  excluded,  with  occasional  relaxations,  by  which,  in 
seasons  of  distress,  the  former  were  admitted  in  British  bottoms. 

By  the  treaty  of  1794,  she  offered  to  concede  to  us,  for  a  limited  time^ 
the  right  of  carrying  to  her  West  India  possessions,  in  our  vessels  not  ex- 
ceeding seventy  tons  burthen,  and  upon  the  same  terms  as  British  vessels, 
any  productions  of  the  United  States  which  British  vessels  might  import 
therefrom.  But  this  privilege  was  coupled  with  conditions  which  are  sup- 
posed to  have  led  to  its  rejection  by  the  Senate;  that  is,  that  American  ves- 
sels should  land  their  return  cargoes  in  the  United  States  only;  and,  more- 
over, that  they  should,  during  the  continuance  of  the  privilege,  be  precluded 
from  carrying  molasses,  sugar,  coffee,  cocoa,  or  cotton,  either  from  those 
islands,  or  from  the  United  States,  to  any  other  part  of  the  world.  Great 
Britain  readily  consented  to  expunge  this  article  from  the  treaty;  and  sub- 
sequent attempts  to  arrange  the  terms  of  the  trade,  either  by  treaty  stipu- 
lations or  concerted  legislation,  having  failed,  it  has  been  successively  sus- 
pended and  allowed,  according  to  the  varying  legislation  of  the  parties. 

The  following  are  the  prominent  points  which  have,  in  later  years,  sepa- 
rated the  two  Governments.  Besides  a  restriction,  whereby  all  importa- 
tions into  her  colonies  in  American  vessels  are  confined  to  our  own  pro- 
ducts carried  hence,  a  restriction  to  which  it  does  not  appear  that  we  have  ever 
objected,  a  leading  object  on  the  part  of  Great  Britam  has  been  to  prevent 
us  from  becoming  the  carriers  of  British  West  India  commodities  to  any 
other  country  than  our  own.  On  the  part  of  the  United  States,  it  has  been 
contended,  1st  That  the  subject  should  be  regulated  by  treaty  stipulation, 
inpreference  to  separate  legislation:  2d.  That  our  productions,  when  import- 
ed into  the  colonies  in  question,  should  not  be  suoject  to  higher  duties  than 
the  productions  of  the  mother  country,  or  of  her  other  colonial  possessions; 
and,  Sd.  That  our  vessels  should  be  allowed  to  participate  kk  the  circuitous 
trade  between  the  United  States  and  different  parts  of  the  British  do- 
minions. 

The  first  point,  after  having  been,  for  a  long  time,  strenuously  insisted

upon  by  Great  Britain,  was  given  up  by  the  act  of  Parliament  of  July, 
1825;  all  vessels  suffered  to  trade  with  the  colonies  being  permitted  to  clear 
from  thence  with  any  articles  which  British  vessels  might  export,  and  pro- 
ceed to  any  part  of  the  world,  Great  Britain  and  her  dependencies  alone  ex-* 
eepted.  On  our  part,  each  of  the  above  points  had,  in  succession,  been  ex- 
plicitly abandoned  in  negotiations  preceding  that  of  which  the  result  is  now 
announced. 

This  arran^ment  secures  to  the  United  States  every  advantage  asked  by 
them,  and  which  the  state  of  the  negotiation  allowed  us  to  insist  upon.  The 
trade  will  be  placed  upon  a  footing,  decidedly  more  favorable  to  this  coun- 
try than  any  on  which  it  ever  stood;  and  our  commerce  and  navigation  will 
enjoy,  in  the  colonial  ports  of  Great  Britain,  every  privilege  allow^  to  other 
nations. 

That  the  prosperity  of  the  country,  so  far  as  it  depends  on  this  trade,  will 
be  greatly  promoted  by  the  new  arrangement,  there  can  be  no  doubt  Inde- 
pendently of  the  more  obvious  advantages  of  an  open  and  direct  intercourse, 
its  establishment  will  be  attended  with  other  consequences  of  a  higher  value. 
That  which  has  been  carried  on  since  the  mutual  interdict  under  all  the  ex- 
pense and  inconvenience  unavoidably  incident  to  it,  would  have  been  in- 
supportably  onerous,  had  it  not  been,  in  a  great  degree,  lightened  by  con- 
certed evasions  in  the  mode  of  making  the  transhipments  at  what  are  called 
the  neutral  ports.  These  indirections  are  inconsistent  with  the  dignity  of 
nations  that  have  so  many  motives,  not  only  to  cherish  feelings  of  mutual 
friendship,  but  to  maintain  such  relations  as  will  stimulate  their  respective 
citizens  and  subjects  to  efforts  of  direct,  open,  and  honorable  competition 
only;  and  preserve  them  from  the  influence  of  seductive  and  vitiating  cir- 
cumstances. 

When  your  preliminary  interposition  was  asked  at  the  close  of  the  last 
session,  a  copy  of  the  instructions  under  which  Mr.  McLane  has  acted,  to- 
gether with  the  communications  which  had  at  that  time  passed  between  him 
and  the  British  Government,  was  laid  before  you.  Although  there  has  not 
been  any  thing  in  the  acts  of  the  two  Governments  whidi  requires  secrecy^ 
it  was  thought  most  proper,  in  the  then  state  of  the  negotiation,  to  make  that 
communication  a  confidential  one.  So  soon,  however,  as  the  evidence  of 
execution  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain  is  received,  the  whole  matter  shall 
be  laid  before  you,  when  it  will  be  seen  that  the  apprehension  which  appears 
to  have  suggested  one  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  passed  at  your  last  session, 
that  the  restoration  of  the  trade  in  question  might  be  connected  with  other 
subjects,  and  was  sought  to  be  obtained  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  public  interest 
in  other  particulars,  was  wholly  unfounded;  and  that  the  change  which  has 
taken  place  in  the  views  of  the  British  Government  has  been  induced  by  con- 
siderations as  honorable  to  both  parties  as,  I  trust,  the  result  will  prove  bene- 
ficial. 

This  desirable  result  was,  it  will  be  seen,  greatly  promoted  by  the  liberal 
and  confiding  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  last  session,  by  which 
our  ports  were,  upon  the  reception  and  annunciation,  by  the  President,  of  the 
required  assurance  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain,  forthwith  opened  to  her 
vessels,  before  the  arrangement  could  be  carried  into  effect  on  her  part; 
pursuing,  in  this  act  of  prospective  legislation,  a  similar  course  to  that 
adopted  by  Great  Britain,  in  abolishing,  by  her  act  of  Parliament,  in 
1825,  a  restriction  then  existing,  and  permitting  our  vessels  to  clear  from 
the  eolooiesy  on  their  return  voya^^,  for  any  foreign  country  whatever^ 
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before  British  vessels  had  been  relieved  from  the  restriction  imposed  by  our 
law,  of  returning  directly  from  the  United  States  to  the  colonies — a  restric- 
tion which  she  required  and  expected  that  we  should  abolish.  Upon  each 
occasion,  a  limited  and  temporary  advantage  has  been  given  to  the  opposite 
party,  but  an  advantage  of  no  importance  in  comparison  with  the  restora- 
tion of  mutual  confidence  and  good  feeling,  and  the  ultimate  establishment 
of  the  trade  upon  fair  principles. 

It'gives  me  unfeigned  pleasure  to  assure  you  that  this  negotiation  has  been, 
throughout,  characterised  by  the  most  frank  and  friendly  spirit  on  the  part 
of  Great  Britain,  and  concluded  in  a  manner  strongly  indicative  of  a  sincere 
desire  to  cultivate  the  best  relations  with  the  United  States.  To  recipro- 
cate this  disposition  to  the  fullest  extent  of  my  ability,  is  a  duty  which  I 
flhall  deem  it  a  privilege  to  discharge. 

Although  the  result  is,  itself,  the  best  commentary  on  the  services  render- 
ed to  his  country  by  our  Minister  at  the  court  of  St.  James,  it  would  be 
doing  violence  to  my  feelings  were  I  to  dismiss  the  subject  without  ex- 
pressing the  very  high  sense  I  entertain  of  the  talent  and  exertion  which 
aav   been  displayed  by  him  on  the  occasion. 

The  injury  to  the  commerce  of  the  United  States  resulting  from  the 
exclusion  of  our  vessels  from  the  Black  sea,  and  the  previous  footing  of 
mere  sufferance  •  upon  which  even  the  limited  trade  enjoyed  by  us- with 
Turkey  has  hitherto  been  placed,  have,  for  a  long  time,  been  a  source  of 
much  solicitude  to  this  Government;  and  several  endeavors  have  been  made 
to  obtain  a  better  state  of  things.  Sensible  of  the  importance  of  the  object, 
I  felt  it  my  duty  to  leave  no  proper  means  unemployed  to  acquire  for  our 
flag  the  same  privileges  tliat  are  enjoyed  by  the  principal  powers  of  Europe. 
Commissioners  were,  consequently,  appointed,  to  open  a  negotiation  with 
the  Sublime  Porte.  Not  long  after  the  member  of  the  commission  who  went 
directly  from  the  United  States  had  sailed,  the  account  of  the  treaty  of 
Adrianopie,  by  which  one  of  the  objects  in  view  was  supposed  to  be  secured, 
reached  this  country.  The  Black  sea  was  understood  to  be  opened  to  us. 
Under  the  supposition  that  this  was  the  case,  the  additional  facilities  to  be 
derived  from  the  establishment  of  commercial  regulations  with  the  Porte 
were  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  require  a  prosecution  of  the  nego- 
tiation as  originally  contemplated.  It  was  therefore  persevered  in,  and  re- 
sulted in  a  treaty,  which  will  be  forthwith  laid  before  the  Senate. 

By  its  provisions,  a  free  passage  is  secured,  without  limitation  of  time^  to 
the  vessels  of  the  United  States,  to  and  from  the  Black  sea,  including  the 
navigation  thereof;  and  our  trade  with  Turkey  is  placed  on  the  footing  of 
the  most  favored  nation.  The  latter  is  an  arrangement  wholly  independent 
of  the  treaty  of  Adrianopie;  and  the  former  derives  much  value,  not  only 
from  the  increased  security  which,  under  any  circumstances,  it  would  give  to 
the  right  in  question,  but  from  tlie  fact,  ascertained  in  the  course  of  the  ne- 
goiiaiioQ,  that,  by  the  construction  put  upon  that  treaty  by  Turkey,  the  ar- 
ticle relating  to  the  passage  of  the  Bosphorus  is  confined  to  nations  having 
treaties  with  the  Porte.  The  most  friendly  feelings  appear  to  be  entertain- 
ed by  the  Sultan,  and  an  enlightened  disposition  is  evinced  by  him  to  foster 
the  intercourse  between  the  two  countries  by  the  most  liberil  arrangements. 
This  disposition  it  will  be  our  duty  and  interest  to  cherish. 

Our  relations  with  Russia  are  of  the  most  stable  character.  Respect  for 
that  empire,  and  confidence  in  its  friendship  towards  the  United  States,  have 
been  so  long  entertained  on  our  part,  and  so  carefully  cherished  by  the  pre- 
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sent  Emperor  and  his  illustrious  predecessor,  as  to  have  become  incorporat- 
ed with  the  public  sentiment  of  the  United  States.  No  means  will  be  left 
unemployed  on  my  part  to  promote  these  salutary  feelings,  and  those  im- 
provements of  which  the  commercial  intercourse  between  the  two  countries 
is  susceptible,  and  which  have  derived  increased  importance  from  our  treaty 
with  the  Sublime  Porte. 

I  sincerely  regret  to  inform  you  that  our  Minister  lately  commissioned  t6 
that  court,  on  whose  distinguished  talents  and  great  experience  in  public  af- 
fairs I  place  great  reliance,  has  been  compelled  by  extreme  indisposition  to 
exercise  a  privilege,  which,  in  consideration  of  the  extent  to  which  his  con- 
stitution had  been  impaired  in  the  public  service,  was  committed  to  his  dis- 
eretioo— of  leaving  temporarily  his  post  for  the  advantage  of  a  more  genial 
climate. 

If,  as  it  is  to  be  hoped,  the  improvement  of  his  health  should  be  such  as  to 
justify  him  in  doing  so,  he  will  repair  to  St.  Petersburg,  and  resume  the  dis- 
charge of  his  official  duties.  I  have  received  the  most  satisfactory  assurances 
that,  in  the  mean  time,  the  public  interest  in  that  quarter  will  be  preserved 
finom  prejudice,  by  the  intercourse  which  he  will  continue,  through  the  Se- 
cretary of  Legation,  with  the  Russian  cabinet 

You  are  apprised,  although  the  fact  has  not  yet  been  officially  announced  to 
the  House  of  Representatives,  that  a  treaty  was,  in  the  month  of  March  hst, 
concluded  between  the  United  States  and  Denmark,  by  which  9650,000  are 
secured  to  our  citizens  as  an  indemnity  for  spoliations  upon  their  commerce 
in  the  years  1808,  1809, 1810,  and  181 1.  This  treaty  was  sanctioned  by  the 
Senate  at  the  close  of  its  last  session,  and  it  now  becomes  the  duty  of  Con- 
gress \JQ  pass  the  necessary  laws  for  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners to  distribute  the  indemnity  among  the  claimants.  It  is  an 
agreeable  circumstance  in  this  adjustment,  that  the  terms  are  in  conformity 
with  the  previously  ascertained  views  of  the  claimants  themselves;  thus  re-^ 
moving  all  pretence  for  a  future  agitation  of  the  subject  in  any  form. 

The  negotiations  in  regard  to  such  points  in  our  foreign  relations  as  re- 
main to  be  adjusted,  have  been  actively  prosecuted  during  the  recess.  Ma- 
terial advances  have  been  made,  which  are  of  a  character  to  promise  favora- 
ble results.  Our  country,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  is  not  in  a  situation  to  in- 
vite aggression;  and  it  will  be  our  fault  if  she  ever  becomes  so.  Sincerely 
desirous  to  cultivate  the  most  liberal  and  friendly  relations  with  all;  ever 
ready  to  fulfil  our  engagements  with  scrupulous  fidelity;  limiting  our  de- 
mands upon  others  to  mere  justice;  holding  ourselves  ever  ready  to  do  unto 
them  as  we  would  wish  to  be  done  by;  and  avoiding  even  the  appearance  of 
undue  partiality  to  any  nation,  it  appears  to  me  impossible  that  a  simple 
and  sincere  application  of  our  principles  to  our  foreign  relations  can  fail  to 
place  them  ultimately  upon  the  footing  on  which  it  is  our  wish  they  should 
rest. 

Of  the  points  referred  to,  the  most  prominent  are,  our  claims  upon  France 
for  spoliations  upon  our  commerce;  similar  claims  upon  Spain,  together 
with  embarrassments  in  the  commercial  intercourse  between  the  two  coun- 
tries, which  ought  to  be  removed;  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  of  com- 
merce and  navigation  with  Mexico,  which  has  been  so  long  in  suspense,  as 
well  as  the  final  settlement  of  limits  between  ourselves  and  that  republic; 
and,  finally,  the  arbitrament  of  the  question  between  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  in  regard  to  the  northeastern  boundar>. 

The  negotiation  with  France  has  been  conducted  by  our  Minister  with 
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zeal  and  ability,  and  in  all  respects  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  Although  the 
prospect  of  a  favorable  termination  was  occasionally  dimmed  by  counter 
pretensions,  to  which  the  United  States  could  not  assent,  he  yet  had  strong 
hopes  of  being  able  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  settlement  with  the  late  Go- 
yernment.  The  negotiation  has  been  renewed  with  the  present  authorities; 
and,  sensible  of  the  general  and  lively  confidence  of  our  citizens  in  the  jus- 
tice and  magnanimity  of  regenerated  France,  I  regret  the  more  not  to  have 
it  in  my  power,  yet,  to  announce  the  result  so  confidently  anticipated.     No 

f'ound,  however,  inconsistent  with  this  expectation,  has  yet  been  taken:  and 
do  not  allow  myself  to  doubt  that  justice  will  soon  be  done  us.  The 
amount  oi  the  claims,  the  length  of  time  they  have  remained  unsatisfied,  and 
their  incontrovertible  justice,  make  an  earnest  prosecution  of  them  by  thi» 
Government  an  urgent  duty.  The  illegality  of  the  seizures  and  confiscations 
out  of  which  they  have  arisen  is  not  disputed;  and  whatever  distinctions 
may  have  heretofore  been  set  up  in  regard  to  the  liability  of  the  existing 
Government,  it  is  quite  clear  that  such  considerations  cannot  now  be  inter- 
posed. 

The  commercial  intercourse  between  the  two  countries  is  susceptible  of 
highly  advantageous  improvements;  but  the  sense  of  this  injury  has  had, 
and  mus^  continue  to  have,  a  very  unfavorable  influence  upon  them.  From 
its  satisfactory  adjustment,  not  only  a  firm  and  cordial  friendship,  but  a  pro- 
,  ffressive  development  of  all  their  relations,  may  be  expected.  It  is,  there- 
fore, my  earnest  hope  that  this  old  and  vexatious  subject  of  diflference  may^ 
be  speedily  removed. 

I  feel  that  my  confidence  in  our  appeal  to  the  motives  which  should  go- 
vern a  just  and  magnanimous  nation,  is  alike  warranted  by  the  character  of 
the  French  people,  and  by  the  high  voucher  we  possess  for  the  enlarged 
views  and  pure  integrity  of  the  monarch  who  now  presides  over  their  coun- 
cils; and  nothing  shall  be  wanting  on  my  part  to  meet  any  manifestation 
of  the  spirit  we  anticipate  in  one  of  corresponding  frankness  and  liberality. 

The  subjects  of  difference  with  Spain  have  been  brought  to  the  view  of 
that  Government,  by  our  Minister  there,  with  much  force  and  propriety ; 
and  the  strongest  assurances  have  been  received  of  their  early  and  favorable 
consideration. 

The  steps  which  remained  to  place  the  matter  in  controversy  between 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  fairly  before  the  arbitrator,  have  all 
been  taken  in  the  same  liberal  and  friendly  spirit  which  characterised  those 
before  announced.  Recent  events  have  doubtless  served  to  delay  the  de- 
cision, but  our  Minister  at  the  court  of  the  distinguished  arbitrator  has 
been  assured  that  it  will  be  made^  within  the  time  contemplated  by  the 
treaty. 

I  am  particularly  gratified  in  being  able  to  state  that  a  decidedly  favora- 
ble, and,  as  I  hope,  lasting  change  has  been  effected  in  our  relations  with, 
the  neighboring  republic  of  Mexico.  The  unfortunate  and  unfounded  sus- 
picions in  regard  to  our  disposition, which  it  became  my  painful  duty  to  advert 
to  on  a  former  occasion,  have  been,  I  believe,  entirely  removed ;  and  the 
Government  of  Mexico  has  been  made  to  understand  the  real  character  of 
the  wishes  and  views  of  this  in  regard  to  that  country.  The  consequemse 
is,  the  establishment  of  friendship  and  mutual  confidence.  Such  are  the  as- 
surances I  have  received,  and  I  see  no  cause  to  doubt  their  sincerity. 

I  had  reason  to  expect  the  conclusion  of  a  commercial  treaty  with  Mex- 
ieo  in  season  for  communication  on  the  present  occasion.    Circumstances 
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which  are  not  explained,  but  which,  I  am  persuaded,  are  not  the  result  of 
an  indisposition  on  her  part  to  enter  into  it,  have  produced  the  delay. 

There  was  i'eason  to  fear,  in  the  course  of  the  last  summer,  that  the  har- 
mony of  our  relations  might  be  disturbed  by  the  acts  of  certain  claimants, 
under  Mexican  grants,  of  territory  which  had  hitherto  been  under  our  ju- 
risdiction. The  co-operation  of  the  representative  of  Mexico  near  this 
Government  was  asked  on  the  occasion,  and  was  readily  afforded.  Instruc- 
tions and  advioe  have  been  given  to  the  Governor  of  Arkansas  and  the 
officers  io  command  in  the  adjoining  Mexican  State,  by  which,  it  is  hoped, 
the  quiet  of  that  frontier  will  be  preserved,  until  a  final  settlement  of  the 
dividing  line  shall  have  removed  all  ground  of  controversy. 

The  exchange  of  ratifications  of  the  treaty  concluded  last  year  with 
Austria  has  not  yet  taken  place.  The  delay  has  been  occasioned  by  the 
non-arrival  of  the  ratification  of  that  Government  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  the  treaty.  Renewed  authority  has  been  asked  for  by  the 
representative  of  Austria ;  and^  in  the  mean  time,  the  rapidly  increasing 
trade  and  navigation  between  the  two  countries  have  been  placed  upon  the 
most  liberal  footing  of  our  navigation  acts. 

Several  alleged  depredations  have  been  recently  committed  on  our  com- 
merce by  the  national  vessels  of  Portugal.  They  have  been  made  the  sub- 
ject of  immediate  remonstrance  and  reclamation.  I  am  not  yet  possessed 
of  sufficient  information  to  express  a  definitive  opinion  of  their  character,  but 
expect  soon  to  receive  it  No  proper  means  shall  be  omitted  to  obtain  for 
our  citizens  all  the  redress  to  which  they  may  appear  to  be  entitled. 

Almost  at  the  moment  of  the  adjournment  of  your  last  session,  two  bills, 
the  one  entitled  ^'An  act  for  making  appropriations  for  building  light-houses, 
light-boats,  beacons,  and  monuments,  placing  buoys,  and  for  improving  har« 
bors  and  directing  surveys,"  and  the  other,  <<An  act  to  authorize  a  sub* 
flcription  for  stock  in  the  Louisville  and  Portland  Canal  Company,"  vvero 
submitted  for  my  approval.  It  was  not  possible,  within  the  time  alloweil  me, 
before  the  close  of  the  session,  to  give  to  these  bills  the  consideration  which 
was  due  to  their  character  and  importance;  and  I  was  compelled  to  retain 
them  for  that  purpose.  I  now  avail  myself  of  this  early  opportunity  to  re- 
turn them  to  the  Houses  in  which  they  respectively  originated,  with  the 
reasons  which,  after  mature  deliberation,  compel  me  to  withhold  my  appro- 
val. 

The  practice  of  defraying  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  the 
expenses  incurred  by  the  establishment  and  support  of  light-houses,  beacons, 
buoys^  and  public  piers,  within  the  bays,  inlets,  harbors,  and  ports  of  the 
United  States,  to  render  the  navigation  thereof  safe  and  easy,  is  coeval  with 
the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  and  has  been  continued  without  interruption 
or  dispute. 

As  our  foreign  commerce  increased,  and  was  extended  into  the  interior  of 
the  country  by  the  establishment  of  ports  of  entry  and  delivery  upon  our 
navigable  rivers,  the  sphere  of  those  expenditures  received  a  corresponding 
enlargement  Light-houses,  beacons,  buoys,  public  piers,  and  .the  removal 
of  sand-bars,  sawyers,  and  other  partial  or  temporary  impediments  in  the 
navigable  rivers  and  harbors  which  were  embraced  in  the  revenue  districts 
from  time  to  time  established  by  law,  were  authorised  upon  the  same  prin- 
ciple, and  the  expense  defrayed  in  the  same  manner.  That  these  expenses 
bave  at  times  been  extravagant  and  disproportionate,  is  very  probable.  The 
eireumstanees  under  which  they  are  incurred  are  well  calculated  to  lead  t9 
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such  a  result,  unless  their  application  is  subjected  to  the  closest  scrutiny* 
The  local  advantages  arising  from  the  disbursement  of  public  money  too 
frequently,  it  is  to  be  feared,  invite  appropriations  for  objects  of  this  charac- 
ter that  are  neither  necessary  nor  useful.  The  number  of  light-house  keep- 
ers is  already  very  large,  and  the  bill  before  me  proposes  to  add  to  it  fifty- 
one  more,  of  various  descriptions.  From  representations  upon  the  subject 
which  are  understood  to  be  entitled  to  respect,  I  am  induced  to  believe  that 
there  has  not  only  been  great  improvidence  in  the  past  expenditures  of  the 
Grovernment  upon  these  objects,  but  that  the  security  of  navigation  has,  in 
some  instances,  been  diminished  by  the  multiplication  of  light-houses,  and 
consequent  change  of  lights,  upon  the  coast.  It  is  in  this,  as  in  other 
respects,  our  duty  to  avoid  all  unnecessary  expense,  as  well  as  every  in- 
crease of  patronage  not  called  for  by  the  public  service.  But,  in  the 
discharge  of  that  duty  in  this  particular,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that, 
in  relation  to  our  foreign  commerce,  the  burden  and  benefit  of  protect- 
ing and  accommodating  it  necessarily  go  together,  and  must  do  so  as 
long  as  the  public  revenue  is  drawn  from  the  people  through  the  custom- 
iiouse.  It  is  indisputable,  that  whatever  gives  facility  and  security  to  navi- 
gation, cheapens  imports;  and  all  who  consun\e  them  are  alike  interested  in 
whatever  produces  this  effect.  If  they  consume,  they  ought,  as  they  now 
do,  to  pay;  otherwise,  they  do  not  pay.  The  consumer  in  the  most  inland 
State  derives  the  same  advantage  from  every  necessary  and  prudent  expend- 
iture for  the  facility  and  security  of  our  foreign  commerce  and  navigation, 
that  he  does  who  resides  in  a  maritime  State.  Local  expenditures  have  not, 
of  themselves,  a  correspondent  operation. 

From  a  bill  making  direct  appropriations  for  such  objects,  I  should  not 
have  withheld  my  assent.  The  one  now  returned  does  so  in  several  par- 
ticulars, but  it  also  contains  appropriations  for  surveys  of  a  local  character^ 
which  I  cannot  approve.  It  gives  me  satisfaction  to  find  that  no  serious 
inconvenience  has  arisen  from  withholding  my  approval  from  this  bill;  nor 
will  it,  I  trust,  be  cause  of  regret  that  an  opportunity  will  be  thereby  afford- 
ed for  Congress  to  review  its  provisions  under  circumstances  better  calcu- 
lated for  full  investigation  than  those  under  which  it  was  passed. 

In  speaking  of  direct  appropriations,  I  mean  not  to  include  a  practice 
which  has  obtained  to  some  extent,  and  to  which  I  have,  in  one  instance,  in 
a  different  capacity,  given  my  assent — that  of  subscribing  to  the  stock  of  pri- 
vate associations.  Positive  experience,  and  a  more  thorough  consideration  of 
the  subject,  have  convinced  me  of  the  impropriety  as  well  as  inexpediency  of 
such  investments.  All  improvements  effected  by  the  funds  of  the  nation 
for  general  use  should  be  open  to  the  enjoyment  of  all  our  fellow-citizens, 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  tolls,  ©r  any  imposition  of  that  character.  The 
practice  of  thus  mingling  the  concerns  of  the  Government  with  those  of  the 
States  or  of  individuals,  is  inconsistent  with  the  object  of  its  institution,  and 
highly  impolitic.  The  successful  operation  of  the  federal  system  can  only 
be  preserved  by  confining  it  to  the  few  and  simple,  but  yet  important  ob- 
jects for  which  it  was  designed. 

A  different  practice,  if  allowed  to  progress,  would  ultimately  change  the 
character  of  this  Government,  by  consolidating  into  one  the  Generd  and 
State  Governments,  which  were  intended  to  be  kept  forever  distinct  I 
cannot  perceive  how  bills  authorizing  such  subscriptions  can  be  otherwi^ 
regarded  than  as  bills  for  revenue,  and  consequently  subject  to  the  rule  in* 
that  respect  prescribed  by  the  Constitution.     If  the  interest  of  the  Govern- 
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sent  in  private  companies  is  subordinate  to  that  of  individuals^  the  manage- 
ment  and  control  of  a  portion  of  the  public  funds  is  delegated  to  an  authority 
unknown  to  the  Constitution,  and  beyond  the  supervision  of  our  constituents: 
if  superior,  its  officers  and  agents  will  be  constantly  exposed  to  imputations 
of  favoritism  and  oppression.  Direct  prejudice  to  the  public  interest, 
or  an  alienation  of  the  affections  and  respect  of  portions  of  the  people,  may, 
therefore^  in  addition  to  the  general  discredit  resulting  to  the  Government 
from  embarking  with  its  constituents  in  pecuniary  stipulations,  be  looked 
for  as  the  probable  fruit*  of  such  associations.  It  is  no  answer  to  this  objec- 
tion to  say  that  the  extent  of  consequences  like  these  cannot  be  great 
from  a  limited  and  small  number  of  investments:  because  experience  in 
other  matters  teaches  us,  and  we  are  not  at  liberty  to  disregard  its  admoni- 
tionSf  that,  unless  an  entire  stop  be  put  to  them,  it  will  soon  be  impossible 
to  prevent  their  accumulation,  until  they  are  spread  over  the  whole  country, 
and  made  to  embrace  many  of  the  private  and  appropriate  concerns  of  Lndi- 
vidnals. 

The  power  which  the  General  Government  would  acquire  within  the  se- 
veral States  by  becoming  the  principal  stockholder  in  corporations,  control- 
ling every  canal  and  each  sixty  or  hundred  milesof  every  important  road,  and 
giving  a  proportionate  vote  in  all  their  elections,  is  almost  inconceivable, 
and,  in  my  view,  dangerous  to  the  liberties  of  the  people. 

This  mode  of  aiding  such  works  is,  also,  in  its  nature,  deceptive,  and  in 
many  cases  conducive  to  improvidence  in  the  administration  of  the  national 
funds.  Appropriations  wilt  be  obtained  with  much  greater  facility,  and 
granted  with  less  security  to  the  public  interest,  when  the  measure  is  thus 
disguised,  than  when  definite  and  direct  expenditures  of  money  are  asked 
for.  The  interests  of  the  nation  would  doubtless  be  better  served  by  avoid- 
ing all  such  indirect  modes  of  aiding  particular  objects.  In  a  Government 
like  ours,  more  especially,  should  all  public  acts  be,  as  far  as  practicable, 
simple,  undisguised,  and  intelligible,  that  they  may  become  fit  subjects  for 
the  approbation  or  animadversion  of  the  people.  The  bill  authorizing  a  sub- 
scription to  the  Louisville  and  Portland  canal  affords  a  striking  illustration 
of  the  difficulty  of  withholding  additional  appropriations  for  the  same  ob- 
ject, when  the  first  erroneous  step  has  been  taken  by  instituting  a  partner- 
ship between  the  Government  and  private  companies.  It  proposes  a  third 
sabscription  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  when  each  preceding  one  was 
at  fhe  same  time  regarded  as  the  extent  of  the  aid  which  Government  was 
to  render  to  that  work;  and  the  accompanying  bill  for  light-houses,  &c. 
contains  an  appropriation  for  a  survey  of  the  bed  of  the  river,  with  a  view 
to  its  improvement,  by  removing  the  obstruction  which  the  canal  is  designed 
to  avoid.  This  improvement,  if  successful,  would  afford  a  free  passage  of 
the  river,  and  render  the  canal  entirely  useless.  To  such  improvidence 
is  the  course  of  legislation  subject,  in  relation  to  internal  improvements  on 
local  matters,  even  with  the  best  intentions  on  the  part  of  Congress. 

Althoaeh  the  motives  which  have  influenced  me  in  this  matter  may  be  al* 
ready  sufficiently  stated,  I  am,  nevertheless,  induced  by  its  importance  to 
add  a  few  observations  of  a  general  character. 

In  my  objections  to  the  bills  authorizing  subscriptions  to  the  Maysville 
and  Rockvillf*  Road  Companies,  I  expressed  my  views  fully  in.  regard  to 
the  power  of  Congress  to  construct  roads  and  canals  within  a  State,  or  to 
appropriate  money  for  improvements  of  a  local  character.  I,  at  the  same 
time,  iotimated  my  belief  that  the  right  to  make  appropriations  for  such  as 
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were  of  a  national  character  had  been  so  generally  acted  upon,  aind  so  long 
acquiesced  in  by  the  Federal  and  State  Governments^  and  the  constituents  of 
each,  as  to  justify  its  exercise  on  the  ground  of  continued  and  uninterrupted 
usage;  but  that  it  was,  nevertheless,  highly  expedient  Chat  appropriations, 
even  of  that  character,  should,  with  the  exception  made  at  the  time,  be  de- 
ferred until  the  national  debt  is  paid,  and  that,  in  the  mean  while,  some  ge- 
neral rule  for  the  action  of  the  Government  in  that  respect  ought  to  be  esta- 
"  blished. 

These  suggestions  were  not  necessary  to  the  decision  of  the  question  then 
before  me;  and  were,  1  readily  admit,  intended  to  awake  the  attention,  and 
draw  forth  the  opinions  and  observations,  of  our  constituents,  upon  a  subject 
of  the  highest  importance  to  their  interests,  and  one  destined  to  exert  a  pow* 
erful  influence  upon  the  future  operations  of  our  political  system.  I  know 
of  no  tribunal  to  which  a  public  man  in  this  country,  in  a  case  of  doubt  and 
diflSculty,  can  appeal  with  greater  advantage  or  more  propriety  than  the 
judgment  of  the  people;  and  although  I  must  necessarily,  in  the  discharge 
of  my  official  duties,  be  governed  by  the  dictates  of  my  own  judgment,  I 
have  no  desire  to  conceal  my  anxious  wish  to  conform,  as  far  as  I  can,  to  the 
views  of  those  for  whom  I  act. 

All  irregular  expressions  of  public  opinion  are  of  necessity  attended  with 
some  doubt  as  to  their  accuracy ;  but,  making  full  allowances  on  that  account, 
I  cannot,  I  think,  deceive  myself  in  believing  that  the  acts  referred  to,  as 
well  as  the  suggestions  which  I  allowed  myself  to  make  in  relation  to  their 
bearing  upon  the  future  operations  of  the  Government,  have  been  approved 
by  the  great  body  of  the  people.  That  those  whose  immediate  pecuniary 
interests  are  to  be  affected  by  proposed  expenlitures  should  shrink  from  the 
application  of  a  rule  which  prefers  their  more  general  and  remote  interests 
to  those  which  are  personal  and  immediate,  is  to  be  expected.  But  even  such 
objections  must,  from  the  natureof  our  population,  be  but  temporary  in  their 
duration;  and  if  it  were  otherwise,  our  course  should  be  the  same;  for  the 
time  is  yet,  I  hope,  far  distant,  when  those  entrusted  with  power  to  be  ex- 
ercised for  the  good  of  the  whole,  will  consider  it  either  honest  or  wise  to 
purchase  local  favors  at  the  sacrifice  of  principle  and  general  good. 

So  understanding  public  sentiment,  and  thoroughly  satisfied  that  the  best 
interests  of  our  common  country  imperiously  require  that  the  course  which 
I  have  recommended  in  this  regard  should  be  adopted,  I  have,  upon  the 
most  mature  consideration,  determined  to  pursue  it 

It  is  due  to  candor,  as  well  as  to  my  own  feelings,  that  I  should  express 
the  reluctance  and  anxiety  which  I  must  at  all  times  experience  in  exercising 
the  undouiited  right  of  the  Executive  to  withhold  his  assent  from  bills  on 
other  grounds  than  their  constitutionality.  That  this  right  should  not  be 
exercised  on  slight  occasions,  all  will  admit  It  is  only  in  matters  of  deep 
interest,  when  the  principle  involved  may  be  justly  regarded  as  next  in 
importance  to  infractions  of  the  Constitution  itself,  that  such  a  step  can  be 
expected  to  meet  with  the  approbation  of  the  people.  Such  an  occasion  do 
I  conscientiously  believe  the  present  to  be.  In  the  discharge  of  this  delicate 
and  highly  responsible  duty,  I  am  sustained  by  the  reflection  that  the  exer- 
cise of  this  power  has  been  deemed  consistent  with  the  obligation  of  official 
duty  by  several  of  my  predecessors;  and  by  the  persuasion,  too,  that,  what- 
ever liberal  institutions  may  have  to  fear  from  the  encroachments  of  Ex- 
ecutive power,  which  has  been  every  where  the  cause  of  so  much  strife  and 
bloody  contention,  but  little  danger  is  to  be  apprehended  from  a  precedent 
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by  which  that  authority  denies  to  itself  the  exercise  of  powers  that  bring  in 
their  train  influence  and  patronage  of  great  extent;  and  thus  excludes  the 
operation  of  personal  interests,  every  where  the  bane  of  official  trust  I  de- 
rive, too,  no  small  degree  of  satisfaction  from  the  reflection,  that,  if  I  have 
mistaken  the  interests  and  wishes  of  the  people,  the  Constitution  affords  the 
means  of  soon  redressing  the  error,  by  selecting  foe  the  place  their  favor 
has  bestowed  upon  me  a  citizen  whose  opinions  may  accord  with  their  own. 
I  trust,  in  the  mean  time,  the  interests  of  the  nation  will  be  saved  from  pre- 
judice, by  a  rigid  application  of  that  portion  of  the  public  funds  which 
might  otherwise  be  applied  to  different  objects  to  that  highest  of  all  our  ob- 
ligations, the  payment  of  tlie  public  debt,  and  an  opportunity  be  afforded 
for  the  adoption  of  some  better  rule,  for  the  operations  of  the  Government 
in  this  matter,  than  any  which  has  hitherto  been  acted  upon. 

Profoundly  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  subject,  not  merely  as 
relates  to  the  general  prosperity  of  the  country,  but  to  the  safety  of  the 
federal  system;  I  cannot  avoid  repeacine  my  earnest  hope  that  all  good 
citizensy  who  take  a  proper  interest  in  the  succe<>s  and  harmonv  of  our  ad 
mirable  political  institutions,  and  who  are  incapable  of  desiring  to  convert  an 
opposite  state  of  things  intf)  means  for  the  gratification  of  personal  ambition- 
will,  laying  aside  minor  considerations,  and  discarding  local  prejudices,  unite 
their  honest  exertions  to  establish  some  fixed  general  principle,  which  shall 
be  calculated  to  effect  the  greatest  extent  of  public  good  in  regard  to  the 
subject  of  internal  improvement,  and  afford  the  least  ground  for  sectional 
discontent. 

The  general  grounds  of  my  objection  to  local  appropriations  have  been 
heretofore  expressed;  and  I  shall  endeavor  to  avoid  a  repetition  of  what  has 
been  already  urged — the  importance  of  sustaining  the  State  sovereignties, 
as  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  rightful  action  of  the  Federal  Government, 
and  of  preserving  the  greatest  attainable  harmony  between  them.  I  will 
BOW  only  add  an  expression  of  my  conviction — a  conviction  which  every 
day's  experience  serves  to  confirm — that  the  political  creed  which  incul- 
cates the  pursuit  of  those  great  objects  as  a  paramount  duty  is  the  true  faith, 
and  one  to  which  we  are  mainly  indebted  for  the  present  success  of  the 
entire  system;  and  to  which  we  must  alone  look  for  its  future  stability. 

That  there  are  diversities  in  the  interests  of  the  different  States  which 
compose  this  extensive  confederacy,  must  be  admitted.  Those  diversities, 
arising  from  situation,  climate,  population,  and  pursuits,  are  doubtless,  as  it  is 
natural  they  should  be,  greatly  exaggerated  by  jealousies,  and  that  spirit  of  ri- 
valry 80  inseparable  from  neighboring  communities.  These  circumstances 
make  it  the  duty  of  those  who  are  entrusted  with  the  management  of  its 
affairs  to  neutralize  their  effects  as  far  as  practicable,  by  making  the  benefi 
cial  operation  of  the  Federal  Government  as  equal  and  equitable  among 
the  several  States  as  can  be  done  consistently  with  the  great  ends  of  its  insti 
tution. 

It  is  only  necessary  to  refer  to  undoubted  &cts,  to  .see  how  far  the  past 
acts  of  the  Government  upon  the  subject  under  consideration  have  fallen 
short  of  this  object  The  expenditures  heretofore  made  for  internal  im- 
provements amount  to  upwards  of  five  millions  of  dollars,  and  have  been 
distributed  in  very  unequal  proportions  amongst  the  States.  The  estimated 
expense  of  works,  of  which  surveys  have  been  made,  together  with  that  of 
others  projected  and  partially  surveyed,  amount  to  more  thaa  ninety-six 
miOions  of  dollars. 
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That  sach  ioiprovements,  on  account  of  particular  circumstances,  may  be 
more  adFantageously  and  beneficially  made  in  some  States  than  in  others,  is 
doubtless  true;  but  that  they  are  of  a  character  which  should  prevent  an 
equitable  distribution  of  the  funds  amongst  the  several  States,  is  not  to  be 
conceded.  The  want  of  this  equitable  distribution  cannot  (ail  to  prove  a 
prolific  source  of  irritation  among  the  States. 

We  have  it  constantly  before  our  eyes,  that  professions  of  superior  zeal  in 
tfie  cause  of  internal  improvement,  and  a  disposition  to  lavish  the  public  funds 
upon  objects  of  this  character,  are  daily  and  earnestly  put  forth  by  aspirants 
to  power,  as  constituting  the  highest  claims  to  the  confidence  of  tiie  people. 
Would  it  be  strange,  under  such  circumstances,  and  in  times  of  great  excite 
ment,  that  grants  of  Uiis  description  should  find  their  motives  in  objects  which 
may  not  accord  with  the  public  good?  Those  who  have  not  had  occasion  to 
tee  and  regret  the  indication  of  a  sinister  influence  in  these  matters  in  past 
times,  have  been  more  fortunate  than  myself  in  their  observation  of  the  course 
of  public  afiairs.  If  to  these  evils  be  added  the  combinations  and  angry  con- 
tentions to  which  such  a  course  of  things  gives  rise,  with  their  baleful  influ- 
ences upon  the  legislation  of  Congress  touching  the  leading  and  appropriate 
duties  of  the  Federal  Government,  it  was  but  doing  justice  to  the  character 
of  our  people  to  expect  the  severe  condemnation  of  the  past  which  the  recent 
exhibitions  of  public  sentiment  has  evinced. 

Nothing  short  of  a  radical  change  in  the  action  of  the  Government  upon 
the  subject  can,  in  my  opinion,  remedy  the  evil.  If,  as  it  would  be  natural 
to  expect,  the  States  which  have  been  least  favored  in  past  appropriations 
should  insist  on  being  redressed  in  those  hereafter  to  be  made,  at  the  expense 
of  the  States  which  have  so  largely  and  disproportionately  participated,  we 
have,  as  matters  now  stand,  but  little  security  that  the  attempt  would  do 
more  than  change  the  inequality  from  one  quarter  to  another. 

Thus  viewing  the  subject,  I  have  heretofore  felt  it  my  duty  to  recommend 
the  adoption  of  some  plan  for  the  distribution  of  the  surplus  funds  which 
may  at  any  time  remain  in  the  treasury  after  the  national  debt  shall  have 
been  paid,  among  the  States,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  their  represen- 
tatives, to  be  applied  by  them  to  objects  of  internal  improvement 

Although  this  plan  has  met  with  favor  in  some  portions  of  the  Union,  it 
has  also  elicited  objections  which  merit  deliberate  consideration.  A  brief 
aotice  of  these  objections  here  will  not,  therefore,  I  trust,  be  regarded  as 
out  of  place. 

They  rest,  as  far  as  they  have  come  to  my  knowledge,  on  the  following 
grounds:  Ist^  an  objection  to  the  ratio  of  distribution;  2d,  an  apprehension 
thit  the  existence  of  such  a  regulation  would  produce  improvident  and  op- 
pressive taxation  to  raise  the  funds  for  distribution;  3d,  that  the  mode  pro- 
posed would  lead  to  the  construction  of  works  of  a  local  nature,  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  such  as  are.general,  and  as  would  consequently  be  of  a  more  useful 
character;  and,  last,  that  it  would  create  a  discreditable  and  injurious  depend- 
ence, on  tlie  part  of  the  State  Governments,  upon  the  federal  power.  Of 
those  who  object  to  the  ratio  of  representation  as  the  basis  of  distribution^ 
some  insist  that  the  importations  of  the  respective  States  would  constitute  one 
that  would  be  more  equitable;  and  others,  aj^in,  that  the  extent  of  their  re- 
spective territories  would  furnish  a  standard  which  would  be  more  expedi- 
ent, and  sufliciently  equitable.  The  ratio  of  representation  presented  itself 
to  my  mind,  and  it  still  does,  as  oue  of  obvious  equity,  because  of  its  being 
the  ratio  of  contribution,  whether  the  funds  to  be  distributed  be  derived  from 
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the  customs  or  from  direct  taxation.  It  does  not  follow^  however,  that  its 
adoption  is  indispensable  to  the  establishment  of  the  system  proposed.  There 
may  be  considerations  appertaining  to  the  subject  which  would  render  a  de- 
parture, to  some  extent,  from  the  rule  of  contribution,  proper.  Nor  is  it 
absolutely  necessary  ihat  the  basis  of  distribution  be  confined  to  one  ground. 
It  may,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  those  whose  right  it  is  to  fix  it,  it  be  deemed 
politic  and  just  to  give  it  that  character,  have  regard  to  several. 

In  my  first  message,  I  stated  it  to  be  my  opinion  that  **  it  is  not  probable 
that  any  adjustment  of  the  tariff  upon  principles  satisfactory  to  the  people 
of  the  Union,  will,  until  a  remote  poriod«  if  ever,  leave  the  Government  with- 
out a  considerable  surplus  in  the  treasury  beyond  what  may  be  required  for 
its  current  service. '^  I  have  had  no  cause  to  chanf^  that  opinion,  but  much 
to  confirm  it.  Should  these  expectations  be  realized,  a  suitable  fund  would 
thus  be  produced  for  the  plan  under  consideration  to  operate  dpon;  and  if 
there  be  no  such  fund,  its  adoption  will,  u  my  opinion,  work  no  injury  to 
any  interest ;  for  I  cai^not  assent  to  the  justness  of  the  apprehension  that  the 
establishment  of  the  proposed  system  would  tend  to  the  encouragement  of 
improvident  legislation  of  the  character  supposed.  Whatever  the  proper 
authority,  in  the  exercise  of  constitutional  powe^*,  shall,  at  any  time  hereaf- 
ter, decide  to  be  for  the  general  good,  will,  in  th>^t  as  in  other  respects,  de- 
serve and  receive  the  acquiescence  and  support  ol  the  whole  country;  and 
we  have  aniple  security  that  every  abuse  of  power  in  that  regard,  by 
agents  of  the  people,  will  receive  a  speedy  and  effectual  corrective  at  their 
hands.  The  views  which  I  take  of  the  future,  founded  on  the  obvious 
and  increasing  improvement  of  all  classes  of  our  fellow-citizens,  in  inteili- 
gencoy  and  in  public  and  private  virtue,  leave  me  without  much  apprehen- 
sion on  that  head. 

I  do  not  doubt  that  those  who  come  after  us  will  be  as  much  alive  as  we 
are  to  the  obligation  upon  all  the  trustees  of  political  pi^wer  to  exempt 
those  for  whom  they  act  from  all  unnecessary  burthens;  and  as  sensible  of 
the  great  truth,  that  the  resources  of  the  nation,  beyond  those  required  for 
immediate  and  necessary  purposes  of  Government,  can  no  where  be  so  well 
deposited  as  in  the  pockets  of  the  people. 

It  may  sometimes  happen  that  the  interests  of  particular  States  would 
not  he  deemed  to  coincide  with  the  general  interest  in  relation  to  improve- 
ments within  such  States.  But,  if  the  danger  to  be  apprehended  from  this 
source  18  sufficient  to  require  it,. a  discretion  might  be  reserved  to  Congress 
to  direct,  to  such  improvements  of  a  general  character  as  the  States  concerned 
might  not  be  disposed  to  unite  in,  the  application  of  the  quotas  oi*  those 
States,  under  the  restriction  of  confining  to  each  State  the  expenditure  of 
its  appropriate  quota.  It  may,  however,  be  assumed  as  a  safe,  general  inile, 
that  such  improvements  as  serve  to  increase  the  prosperity  of  the  respective 
Stales  in  which  they  are  made,  by  giving  new  facilities  to  trade,  and  thereby- 
augmenting  the  wealth  and  comfort  of  their  inhabitants,  constitute  the  sur- 
est mode  of  conferring  permanent  and  substantial  advantages  upon  the 
whoie.  The  strength,  as  well  as  the  true  glory,  of  the  confederacy  is 
fouiided  on  the  prosperity  and  power  of  the  several  independent  sovereign- 
ties of  which  it  is  composed,  and  the  certainty  with  which  they  can  be 
brought  into  successful,  active  co-operation,  through  the  agency  of  the  Fede- 
nl  C^ernment 

It  is,  moreover,  within  the  knowledge  of  such  as  are  at  all  conversant 
^ith  public  affairs,  that  schemes  of  internal  improvement  have,  from  time 
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to  time,  been  proposed,  which,  from  their  extent  and  seeming  magnificence, 
were  readily  regarded  as  of  national  concernment;  but  which,  upon  fuller 
consideration  and  further  experience,  would  now  be  rejected  with  great  una- 
nimity. 

That  the  plan  under  consideration  would  derive  important  advantages 
from  its  certainty ;  and  that  the  moneys  set  apart  for  these  purposes  would  be 
more  judiciously  applied  a-^d  economically  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  State  Legislatures,  in  wn'oh  every  part  of  each  State  is  immediately 
represented,  cannot,  I  think,  be  Joubted.  In  the  new  States  particularly, 
where^  comparatively  small  popula.'ion  is  scattered  over  an  extensive  sur- 
face, and  the  representation  in  Congi^^ss  consequently  very  limited,  it  is 
natural  to  expect  that  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Federal  Government 
would  be  more  likely  to  be  expended  in  the  vicinity  of  those  members 
through  whose  immediate  agency  they  wer^i  obtained,  than  if  the  funds 
were  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Legislatiire,  in  which  every  county  of 
the  State  has  its  own  representative.  This  srpposition  does  not  necessa- 
rily impugn  the  motives  of  such  congressional  lepresentatives,  nor  is  it  so 
intended.  We  are  all  sensible  of  the.  bias  to  which  the  strongest  minds 
and  purest  hearts  are,  under  such  circumstances,  liable.  In  respect  to  the 
last  objection,  its  probable  effect  upon  the  dignit}  and  independence  of 
State  Governments,  it  appears  to  me  only  necessat  y  to  state  the  case  as  it  is, 
and  as  it  would  be  if  the  measure  proposed  were  adopted,  to  show  that  the 
operation  is  most  likely  to  be  the  very  reverse  of  that  which  the  objection 
supposes. 

In  the  one  case,  the  State  would  receive  its  quota  of  the  national  revenue 
for  domestic  use  upon  a  fixed  principle,  as  a  matter  of  right,  and  from  a 
fund  to  the  creation  of  which  it  had  itself  c«mtributed  its  fair  proportion. 
Surely  there  could  be  nothing  derogatory  in  that  As  matters  now  stand, 
the  States  themselves,  in  their  sovereign  ch''«racter,  are  not  unfrequently  pe- 
titioners at  the  bar  of  the  Federal  Legislature,  for  such  allowances  out  of 
the  national  treasury  as  it  may  comport  with  their  pleasure  or  sense  of 
duty  to  bestow  upon  them.  It  cannot  require  argument  to  prove  which  of 
the  two  courses  is  most  compatible  with  the  efficiency  or  respectability  of 
the  State  Governments. 

But  all  these  are  matters  for  disctissiou  and  dispassionate  consideration. 
That  the  desired  adjustment  would  be  attended  with  difficulty,  affords  no 
reason  why  it  should  not  be  attemjited.  The  effective  operation  of  such  mo^ 
tives  would  have  prevented  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  under  which 
we  have  so  long  lived,  and  under  the  benign  influence  of  which  our  beloved 
country  has  so  signally  prosp<Ted.  The  framers  of  that  sacred  instrument 
had  greater  difficulties  to  overcome;  and  they  did  overcome  them.  The 
patriotism  of  he  people,  dii-ected  by  a  deep  conviction  of  the  importance  of  the 
Union,  produced  mutual  concession  and  reciprocal  forbearance.  Strict  right 
was  merged  in  a  spirit  of  compromise,  and  the  result  has  consecrated  their 
disinterested  devotion  to  the  general  weal.  Unless  the  American  people  , 
have  degenerated,  the  same  result  can  be  again  effected,  whenever  experi- 
ence points  out  the  necessity  of  a  resort  to  the  same  means  to  uphold  the  fa- 
bric which  their  fathers  have  reared.  It  is  beyond  the  power  of  man  to  make 
a  system  of  government  like  ours,  or  any  other,  operate  with  precise  equal- 
ity upon  States  situated  like  those  which  compose  this  confederacy;  nor  is 
inequality  always  injustice.  Every  State^  cannot  expect  to  shape  the  mea- 
sores  of  the  General  Government  to  suit  Its  own  particular  interests.     The 
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causes  which  prevent  it  are  seated  in  the  nature  of  things,  and  cannot  bcjcn- 
tirely  counteracted  by  human  means.  Mutual  forbearance  becomes,  therefore, 
aduty  obligatory  upon  all;  and  we  may,  I  am  confident,  count  upon  a  cheertul 
compliance  with  this  high  injunction,  on  the  part  of  our  constituents.  It  is  not 
to  be  supposed,  that  they  will  object  to  make  such  comparatively  inconside- 
rable sacrifices  for  the  preservation  of  rights  and  privileges,  which  other  less 
favored  portions  of  the  world  have  in  vain  waded  through  seas  of  blood  to  ac- 
quire. 

Our  course  is  a  safe  one,  if  it  be  but  faithfully  adhered  to.  Acquiescence 
in  the  constitutionally  expressed  will  of  the  majority,  and  th6  exercise  of 
that  wili  in  a  spirit  of  moderation,  justice,  and  brotherly  kindness,  will  con- 
stitutes cement  which  would  forever  preserve  our  Union.  Those  who  che- 
rish and  inculcate  sentiments  like  these  render  a  most  essential  service  to 
their  country;  while  those  who  seek  to  weaken  their  influence,  are,  how- 
ever conscientious  and  praiseworthy  their  intentions,  in  efiect  its  worst  ene- 
mies. 

If  the  intelligence  and  influence  of  the  country,  instead  of  laboring  to  fo- 
ment sectional  prejudices,  to  be  made  subservient  to  party  warfare,  were, 
in  good  faith,  applied  to  the  eradication  of  causes  of  local  discontent,  by  the 
improvement  of  our  institutions,  and  by  facilitating  their  adaptation  to  the 
eondition  of  the  times,  this  task  would  prove  one  of  less  difficulty.  May 
we  not  hope  that  the  obvious  interests  of  our  common  country,  and  the  dic- 
tates of  an  enlightened  patriotism,  will,  in  the  end,  lead  the  public  mind  in 
that  direction. 

After  all,  the  nature  of  the  subject  does  not  admit  of  a  plan  wholly  free 
from  objection.  That  which  has  for  some  time  been  in  operation,  is,  perhaps, 
the  worst  that  could  exist;  and  every  advance  that  can  be  made  in  its  im- 
provement is  a  matter  eminently  worthy  of  your  most  deliberate  attention. 

It  is  very  possible  that  one  better  calculated  to  effect  the  objects  in  view 
may  yet  be  devised.  If  so  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  those  who  disapprove 
the  past,  and  dissent  from  what  is  proposed  for  the  future,  will  feel  it  their  du- 
ty to  direct  their  attention  to  it,  as  they  must  be  sensible  that,  unless  some 
fixed  rule  for  the  action  of  the  Federal  Government  in  this  respect  is  esta- 
blished, the  course  now  attempted  to  be  arrested  will  be  again  resorted  to. 
Any  mode  which  is  calculated  to  give  the  greatest  degree  of  effect  and  har- 
mony to  our  legislation  upon  the  subject — which  shall  best  serve  to  keep 
the  movements  of  the  Federal  Government  within  the  sphere  intended  by 
those  who  modelled  and  those  who  adopted  it — which  shall  lead  to  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  the  national  debt  in  the  shortest  period,  and  impose  the 
lightest  burthens  upon  our  constituents,  shall  receive  from  me  a  cordial 
and  firm  support. 

Among  the  objects  of  great  national  concern,  I  cannot  omit  to  press  again 
upon  your  attention  that  part  of  the  Constitution  which  regulates  the  elec- 
tion of  Presiaent  and  Vice  President  The  necessity  for  its  amendment  is 
made  so  clear  to  my  mind  by  observation  of  its  evils,  and  by  the  many  able 
discussions  which  they  have  elicited  on  the  floor  of  Congress  and  elsewhere, 
that  I  should  be  wanting  to  my  duty  were  I  to  withhold  another  expression 
of  my  deep  solicitude  on  the  subject  Our  system  fortunately  contem- 
plates a  recurrence  to  first  principles,  differing,  in  this  respect,  from  all  that 
have  preceded  it,  and  securing  it,  I  trust,  equally  against  the  decay  and  the 
commotions  which  have  mark^  the  progress  of  other  Governments.  Our  fel- 
low-citizens,  too,  who,  in  proportion  to  their  love  of  liberty,  keep  a  steady 
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eye  upon  the  means  of  sustaining  it,  do  not  require  to  be  reminded  of  the 
duty  they  owe  to  them<<elves  to  remedy  all  essential  defects  in  so  vital  a  part 
of  their  system.  While  they  are  sensible  that  every  evil  attendant  upon 
its  operation  is  not  necessarily  indicative  of  a  bad  organization,  but  may 
proceed  from  temporary  causes;  yet  the  habitual  presence,  or  even  a  single 
instance  of  evils  which  can  be  clearly  traced  to  an  organic  defect,  will  not, 
I  trust,  be  overlooked  through  a  too  scrupulous  veneration  for  the  work  of 
their  ancestors.  The  Constitution  was  an  experiment  committed  to  the  vir- 
tue and  intelligence  of  the  great  mass  of  our  countrymen,  in  whose  ranks  the 
framers  of  it  themselves  were  to  perform  the  part  of  patriotic  observation  and 
scrutiny;  and  if  they  have  passed  from  the  stage  of  existence  with  an  in* 
creased  confidence  in  its  general  adaptation  to  our  condition,  we  should  learn 
from  authority  so  high  the  duty  of  fortifying  the  points  in  it  which  time 
proves  to  be  exposed,  rather  than  be  deterred  from  approaching  them  by 
the  suggestions  of  fear,  or  the  dictates  of  misplaced  reverence. 

A  provision  which  does  not  secure  to  the  people  a  direct  choice  of  their 
Chief  Magistrate,  hnt  has  a  tendency  to  defeat  their  will,  presented  to  my 
mind  such  an  inconsistency  with  the  general  spirit  of  our  institutions,  that  I 
-was  induced  to  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  substitute  which  appeared 
to  me,  at  the  same  time«  the  most  likely  to  correct  the  evil  and  to  meet  the 
views  of  our  constituents.  The  most  mature  reflection  since  has  added 
strength  to  the  belief  that  the  best  interests  of  our  country  require  the  speedy 
adoption  of  some  plan  calculated  to  efiect  this  end.  A  contingency  which 
sometimes  places  it  in  the  power  of  a  single  member  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives to  decide  an  election  of  so  high  and  solemn  a  character,  is  unjust 
to  the  people;  and  becomes,  when  it  occurs,  a  source  of  embarrassment  to  the 
individuals  thus  brought  into  power,  and  a  cause  of  distrust  of  tne  representa- 
tive body.  Liable  as  the  confederacy  is,  from  its  great  extent,  to  parties 
founded  upon  sectional  interests,  and  to  a  corresponding  multiplication  of  can- 
didates for  the  Presidency,  the  tendency  of  the  constitutional  reference  to 
the  House  of  Representatives,  is,  to  devolve  the  election  upon  that  body  in 
almost  every  instance;  and,  whatever  choice  may  then  be  made  among  the 
candidates  thus  presented  to  them,  to  swell  the  influence  of  particular  inte- 
rests to  a  degree  inconsistent  with  the  general  good.  The  consequences  of 
this  feature  of  the  Constitution  appear  far  more  threatening  to  the  peace  and 
integrity  of  the  Union,  than  any  which  I  can  conceive  as  likely  to  result 
from  the  simple  legislative  action  of  the  Federal  Government. 

It  was  a  leading  object  with  the  framers  of  the  ^Constitution  to  keep  as  se- 
parate as  possible  the  action  of  the  Legislative  and  Executive  branches  of 
the  Government  To  secure  this  object,  nothing  is  more  essential  than  to 
preserve  the  former  from  all  temptations  of  private  interest,  and,  therefore, 
so  to  direct  the  patronage  of  the  latter  as  not  to  permit  such  temptations  to  be 
offered.  Experience  abundantly  demonstrates  that  every  precaution  in  this 
respect  isa  vaJuable  safeguard  of  liberty,  and  one  which  my  reflections  upon 
the  tendencies  of  our  system  incline  me  to  think  should  be  made  still 
stronger.  It  was  for  this  reason,  that,  in  connexion  with  an  amendment  of 
the  Constitution,  removing  all  intermediate  agency  in  the  choice  of  the  Pre* 
sident,  I  recommended  some  restrictions  upon  the  re-eligibility  of  that  o£S- 
cer,  and  upon  the  tenure  of  offices  generally.  The  reason  still  exists;  and  I 
renew  the  recommendation,  with  an  increased  confidence  that  its  adoptioa 
will  strengthen  those  checks  by  which  the  Constitution  designed  to  secure 
tbe  independence  of  each  department  of  the  Government,  and  promote  the 
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healthful  and  equitable  administration  of  all  the  trusts  which  it  has  created* 
The  agent  most  likely  to  contravene  this  design  of  the  Constitution  is  the 
Chief  Magistrate.  In  order,  particularly,  that  his  appointment  may,  as  far 
as  possible,  be  placed  beyond  the  reach  of  any  improper  influences;  in  order 
that  he  may  approach  the  solemn  responsibilities  of  the  highest  office  in  the 
gift  of  a  free  people,  uncommitted  to  any  other  course  than  the  strict  line 
of  constitutional  duty;  and  that  the  securities  for  this  independence  may 
be  rendered  as  strong  as  the  nature  of  power,  and  the  weakness  of  its  posses* 
8or,  will  admit;  I  cannot  too  earnestly  invite  your  attention  to  the  propriety 
of  promoting  such  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution  as  will  render  him  in- 
eligible after  one  term  of  service. 

ft  gives  me  pleasure  to  announce  to  Congress  that  the  benevolent  policy 
fif  the  Government,  steadily  pursued  for  nearly  thirty  years,  in  relation  to 
the  removal  of  the  Indians  beyond  the  white  settlements,  is  approaching  to 
a  happy  consummation.  Two  important  tribes  have  accepted  the  provision 
made  for  their  removal  at  the  last  session  of  Congress;  and  it  is  believed 
that  their  example  will  induce  the  remaining  tribes,  also,  to  seek  the  same 
obvious  advantages. 

The  consequehces  of  a  speedy  removal  will  be  important  to  the  United 
States,  to  individual  States,  and  to  the  Indians  themselves.  The  pecuniary 
advantages  which  it  promises  to  the  Government  are  the  least  of  its  recom- 
mendations. It  puts  an  end  to  all  possible  danger  of  collision  between  the 
authorities  of  the  General  and  State  Governments,  on  account  of  the  In- 
diana. It  will  place  a  dense  and  civilized  population  in  large  tracts  of  coun- 
try aow  occupied  by  a  few  savage  hunters.  By  opening  the  whole  terri- 
tory between  Tennessee  on  the  north,  and  Louisiana  on  the  south,  to  the 
settlements  oi  the  whites,  it  will  incalculably  strengthen*  the  southwestern 
frontier,  and  render  the  adjacent  States  strong  enough  to  repel  future  inva- 
sion without  remote  aid.  It  will  relieve  the  whole  State  of  Mississippi, 
and  the  western  part  of  Alabama,  of  Indian  occupancy,  and  enable  those 
States  to  advance  rapidly  in  population,  wealth,  and  power.  It  will  sepa- 
rate the  Indians  from  immediaie  contact  with  settlements  of  whites;  free 
them  from  the  power  of  the  States;  enable  them  to  pursue  happiness  in 
their  own  way,  and  under  their  own  rude  institutions;  will  retard  the  pro^ 
greas  of  decay,  which  is  lessening  their  numbers;  and  perhaps  cause  them 
gradnally,  umler  the  protection  of  the  Government,  and  through  the  influ- 
ence of  good  counsels,  to  cast  ofi*  their  savage  habits,  and  become  an  interest- 
ing, civilized,  and  Christian  community.  These  consequences,  some  of 
them  so  certain,  and  the  rest  i^o  probable,  make  the  complete  execution  of 
the  plan  sanctioned  by  Congress  at  their  last  session  an  object  of  much  soli- 
eitude. 

Towards  the  aborigines  of  the  country  no  one  can  indulge  a  more  friend- 
ly feeling  than  myself,  or  would  go  further  in  attempting  to  reclaim  them 
from  their  wandering  habits,  and  make  them  a  happy,  prosperous  people. 
I  have  endeavored  to  impress  upon  them  my  awn  solemn  convictions  of  the 
duties  and  powers  of  the  General  Government  in  relation  to  the  State  au- 
thorities. For  the  justice  of  the  laws  passed  by  the  States  within  the  scope 
of  their  reserved  powers,  they  are  not  responsible  to  this  Government.  Aa 
individuals,  we  may  entertain  and  express  our  opinions  of  their  acts;  but^ 
aa  a  Government,  we  have  as  little  right  to  control  them  as  we  hav^  to  pre* 
^smbe  laws  for  other  nations. 
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With  a  full  onderstanding  of  the  subject,  the  Choctaw  and  Chickasaw 
tribes  iiave,  with  great  unanimity,  determined  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
liberal  offers  presented  by  the  act  of  Congress,  and  have  agreed  to  remove 
lieyond  the  Mississippi  river.  Treaties  have  been  made  with  them,  whicb^ 
in  due  season,  will  be  submitted  for  consideration.  In  negotiating  these 
treaties,  they  were  made  to  understand  their  true  condition;  and  they  have 
preferred  maintaining  their  independence  in  the  western  forests  to  submit- 
ting to  the  laws  of  the  States  in  which  they  now  reside.  These  treaties  being 
probably  the  last  which  will  ever  be  made  with  them,  are  characterized  by 

J^reat  liberality  on  the  part  of  the  Government  They  give  the  Indians  a 
iberal  sum  in  consideration  of  their  removal,  and  comK>rtable  subsistence 
ou  their  arrival  at  their  new  homes.  If  it  be  their  real  interest  to  maintain 
a  separate  existence,  they  will  there  be  at  liberty  to  do  so  without  the  in- 
conveniences and  vexations  to  which  they  would  unavoidably  have  been 
subject  in  Alabama  and  IVlississippi. 

Humanity  has  often  wept  over  the  fate  of  the  aborigines  of  this  country; 
and  philanthropy  has  been  Ions  busily  employed  in  devising  means  to  avert 
it.  But  its  progress  has  never  for  a  moment  been  arrested;  and,  one  by  one, 
have  many  powerful  tribes  disappeared  from  the  earth.  'To  follow  to  the 
tomb  the  last  of  his  race,  and  to  tread  on  the  graves  of  extinct  nations,  ex- 
cite melancholy  reflections.  But  true  philanthropy  reconciles  the  mind  to 
these  vicissitudes,  as  it  does  to  the  extinction  of  one  generation  to  make  room 
for  another.  In  the  monuments  and  fortresses  of  an  unknown  people,  spread 
over  the  extensive  regions  of  the  west,  we  behold  the  memorials  of  a  once 
powerful  race,  which  was  exterminated,  or  has  disappeared,  to  make  room  for 
the  existing  savage  tribes.  Nor  is  there  any  thing  in  this,  which,  upon  a 
comprehensive  view  of  the  general  interests  of  the  human  race,  is  to  be  re- 
gretted. Philanthropy  could  not  wish  to  see  this  continent  restored  to  the 
condition  in  which  it  was  found  by  our  forefathers.  What  good  man  would 
prefer  acountry  covered  with  forests  and  ranged  by  a  few  thousand  savage^ 
to  our  extensive  republic,  studded  with  cities,  towns,  and  prosperous  farms; 
embellished  with  all  the  improvements  which  art  can  devise,  or  industry 
execute;  occupied  by  more  than  twelve  millions  of  happy  people,  and  filled 
with  all  the  blessings  of  liberty,  civilization,  and  religion! 

The  present  policy  of  the  Government  is  but  a  continuation  of  the  same 
progressive  change,  by  a  milder  process.  The  tribes  which  occupied  the 
countries  now  constituting  the  eastern  States^  were  annihilated,  or  have 
melted  away,  to  make  room  for  the  whites. .  The  waves  of  population  and 
civilization  are  rolling  to  the  westward;  and  we  now  propose  to  acquire  the 
countries  occupied  by  the  red  men  of  the  south  and  west  by  a  fairexchange> 
and,  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States,  to  send  them  to  a  land  where 
their  existence  may  be  prolonged,  and  perhaps  made  peFpetual.  Doubtless 
it  will  be  painful  to  leave  the  graves  of  their  fathers;  but  what  do  they  more 
thun  oui  ancestors  did,  or  than  our  children  are  now  doing?  To  better 
their  condition  in  an  unknown  land,  our  forefathers  left  all  that  was  dear  in 
earthly  objects.  Our  children,  by  thousands,  yearly  leave  the  land  of  their 
birth,  to  seek  new  homes  in  distant  regions.  Does  humanity  weep  at  these 
painful  separations  from  every  thing,  animate  and  inanimate,  with  which  the 
young  heart  has  become  entwined  ?  Far  from  it.  It  is  rather  a  source  of  joy 
that  our  country  affords  scope  where  our  young  population  may  range  un- 
constrained in  body  or  in  mind,  developing  the  power  and  faculties  of  man 
in  their  highest  perfection.     These  remove  hundreds^  and  almost  thousands 
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t>f  miles,  at  their  own  expense,  purchase  the  lands  they  occupy,  and  support 
themselves  at  their  new  homes  from  the  moment  of  their  arrival.  Can  it  be 
eniel  in  this  Government,  when,  by  events  which  it  cannot  control,  the  In- 
dian is  made  discontented  in  his  ancient  home,  to  purchase  his  lands, 
to  give  him  a  new  and  extensive  territory,  to  pay  the  expense  of  his  removal, 
and  support  him  a  year  in  his  new  abode  ?  How  many  thousands  of  our 
own  people  would  eladly  embrace  the  opportunity  of  removing  to  the  west 
on  such  conditions!  If  the  oHers  made  to  the  Indians  were  extended  to  thern^ 
they  would  be  hailed  with  gratitude  and  joy. 

And  is  it  supposed  tha..  the  wandering  savage  has  a  stronger  attachment  to 
Iris  home,  than  the  settled,  civilized  Christian?  Is  it  more  afflicting  to  him 
to  leave  the  graves  of  his  fathers,  than  it  is  to  our  brothers  and  children? 
HightJy  considered,  the  policy  of  the  General  Government  towards  the  red. 
man  is  not  only  liberal  but  generous.  He  is  unwilling  to  submit  to  the 
laws  of  the  States,  and  mingle  with  their  population.  To  save  him  from 
this  alternative,  or  perhaps  utter  annihilation,  the  General  Government 
kindly  offers  him  a  new  home,  and  proposes  to  pay  the  whole  expense  of  hb 
removal  and  settlement. 

In  the  consummation  of  a  policy  originating  at  an  early  period,  and  stea- 
dily pursued  by  every  administration  within  the  present  century — ^so  just 
to  the  States,  and  so  generous  to  the  Indians,  the  Executive  feels  it  has  a  right 
to  expect  the  co-operation  of  Congress,  and  of  all  good  and  disinterested 
men.  The  States,  moreover,  have  a  right  to  demand  it  It  was  substan- 
tially a  part  of  the  compact  which  made  them  members  of  our  confederacy. 
With  Georgia,  there  is  an  express  contract;  with  the  new  States,  an  implied 
one,  o(  equal  obligation.  Why,  in  authorizing  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Mis-» 
souri,  Mississippi,  and  Alabama,  to  form  constitutions,  and  become  separate 
States,did  Congress  include  within  their  limits  extensive  tractsof  Indian  lands, 
and,  in  some  instances,  powerful  Indian  trihes?  Was  it  not  understood  by  both 
parties  that  the  power  of  the  States  was  to  be  co-extensive  with  their  limits, 
and  that,  with  all  convenient  despatch,  the  General  Goveriiment  should  exlin- 

fuish  the  Indian  title,  and  remove  every  obstruction  to  the  complete  juris- 
iction  of  the  State  Governments  over  the  soil?  Probably  not  one  of  those 
States  would  have  accepted  a  separate  existence — certainly  it  would  never 
have  been  granted  by  Congress — had  it  been  understood  that  they  were  to  be 
confined  forever  to  those  small  portions  of  their  nominal  territory,  the  In- 
dian title  to  which  had  at  the  time  been  extinguished. 

It  18,  therefore,  a  duty  which  this  Government  owes  to  the  new  States,  to 
extinguish,  as  soon  as  possible,  the  Indian  title  to  all  lands  which  Congiess 
themselves  have  included  within  their  limits.  When  this  is  done,  the  du- 
ties of  the  General  Government  in  relation  to  the  States  and  the  Indians  within 
their  limits  are  at  an  end.  The  Indians  may  leave  the  State  or  not,  as  they 
choose.  The  purchase  of  their  lands  does  not  alter,  in  the  least,  their  per- 
gonal relations  with  the  State  Government.  No  act  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment has  ever  been  deemed  necessary  to  give  the  States  jurisdiction  over 
the  persons  of  the  Indians.  That  they  possess,  by  virtue  of  their  sovereign 
power  within  their  own  limits,  in  as  full  a  manner  before  as  after  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Indian  lands;  nor  can  this  Government  add  to  or  diminish  it. 

May  we  not  hope,  therefore,  that  all  good  citizens,  and  none  more  zeal- 
ously than  those  who  think  the  Indians  oppressed  by  subjection  to  the  law^ 
of  the  States,  will  unite  in  attempting  to  open  the  eyes  of  those  children  of 
the  forest  to  their  true  condition,  and,  by  a  speedy  removal,  to  relieve  them 
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from  all  the  evils,  real  or  imaginary,  present  or  prospective,  with  which  they 
may  be  supposed  to  be  threatened. 

Among  the  numerous  causes  of  congratulation,  the  condition  of  our  im- 
post revenue  deserves  special  mention,  inasmuch  as  it  promises  the  means 
of  extinguishing  the  public  debt  sooner  than  was  anticipated,  and  furnishes 
a  strong  illustration  of  the  practical  effects  of  the  present  tariff  upon  our  com- 
mercLd  interests. 

The  object  of  the  tariff  is  objected  to  by  some  as  unconstitutional;  and  it 
is  considered  by  almost  all  as  defective  in  many  of  its  parts. 

The  power  to  impose  duties  on  imports  originally  belonged  to  the  several 
States.  The  right  to  adjust  those  duties  with  a  view  to  the  encouragement 
of  domestic  branches  of  industry  is  so  completely  incidental  to  that  power, 
that  it  is  difficult  to  suppose  the  existence  of  the  one  without  the  other.  The 
States  have  delegated  their  whole  authority  over  imports  to  the  General 
Covernment,  without  limitation  or  restriction,  saving  the  very  inconsidera- 
ble reservation  relating  to  their  inspection  laws.  This  authority  having 
thus  entirely  passed  from  the  States,  the  right  to  exercise  it  for  the  purpose 
of  protection  does  not  exist  in  them;  and,  consequently,  if  it  be  not  pos- 
sessed by  the  General  Government,  it  must  be  extinct  Our  political  sys- 
tem would  thus  present  the  anomaly  of  a  people  stripped  of  the  right  to 
foster  their  own  industry,  and  to  counteract  the  most  selfish  and  desti-uctive 
policy  %vhich  might  be  adopted  by  foreign  nations.  This  surely  cannot 
be  the  case:  this  indispensable  power,  thus  surrendered  by  the  States 
must  be  within  the  scope  of  the  authority  on  the  subject  expressly  delegat- 
ed to  Congress. 

In  this  conclusion,  I  am  confirmed  as  well  by  the  opinions  of  Presidents 
Washington,  Jefferson,  Madison,  and  Monroe,  who  have  each  repeatedly 
recommended  the  exercise  of  this  right  under  the  Constitution,  as  by  the 
uniform  practice  of  Congress,  the  continued  acquiescence  of  the  States,  and 
the  general  understanding  of  the  people. 

The  difficulties  of  a  more  expedient  adjustment  of  the  present  tariff,  al- 
though great,  are  far  from  being  insurmountable.  Some  are  unwilling  to 
improve  any  of  its  parts,  because  they  would  destroy  the  whole:  others 
fear  to  touch  the  objectionable  parts,  lest  those  they  approve  should  be  jeo- 
parded. I  am  persuaded  that  the  advocates  of  these  conflicting  views  do  in- 
justice to  the  American  people,  and  to  their  Representatives.  The  general 
interest  is  the  interest  of  each:  and  my  confidence  is  entire,  that,  to  ensure 
the  adoption  of  such  modifications  of  the  tariff  as  the  general  interest  re- 
quires, it  is  only  necessary  that  that  interest  should  be  understood. 

It  is  an  infirmity  of  our  nature  to  mingle  our  interests  and  prejudices  with 
the  operation  of  our  reasoning  powers,  and  attribute  to  the  objects  of  our 
likes  and  dislikes  qualities  they  do  not  possess,  and  effects  they  cannot  pro- 
duce. The  effects  of  the  present  tariff  are  doubtless  overrated,  both  in  its 
evils  and  in  its  advantages.  By  one  class  of  reasoners,  the  reduced  price 
of  cotton  and  other  agricultural  products  is  ascribed  wholly  to  its  influence, 
and  by  another,  the  reduced  price  of  manufactured  articles.  The  probabili- 
ty is,  that  neither  opinion  approaches  the  truth,  and  that  both  are  induced 
by  that  influence  of  interests  and  prejudices  to  which  I  have  referred.  The 
decrease  of  prices  extends  throughout  the  commercial  world,  embracing  not 
only  the  raw  material  and  the  manufactured  article,  but  provisions  and 
lands.  The  cause  must,  therefore,  be  deeper  and  more  pervading  than  the 
tariff  of  4he  United  States.     It  may,  in  a  measure,  be  attributable  to  the  in- 
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creas^  ralue  of  the  precious  metals,  produced  by  a  diminution  of  the  sup- 
ply, and  an  increase  in  the  demand ;  virhile  commerce  has  rapidly  extend* 
«d  itself,  and  population  has  augmented.  The  supply  of  gold  and  siU 
▼er,  the  general  medium  of  exchange,  has  been  greatly  interrupted  by  civil 
cottTulsions  10  the  countries  from  which  they  are  principally  drawn.  A 
part  of  the  elect,  too,  is  doubtless  owing  to  an  increase  of  operatives  and 
improvemeots  in  machinery.  But,  on  the  whole,  it  is  questionable  whether 
the  reduction  in  the  price  of  lands,  produce,  and  manuiactures«  has  been 
greater  ik^tt  the  appreciation  of  the  standard  of  value. 

While  the  chief  object  of  duties  should  be  revenue,  they  may  be  so  ad- 
*asted  as  to  encourage  manufactures.  In  this  adjustment,  however,  it  is  the 
duty  oi  the  Government  to  be  guided  by  the  general  good.  Objects  of  na- 
tiooaJ  importance  alone  ought  to  be  protected:  of  these  the  productions  of 
our  soil,  our  mines,  and  our  workshops,  essential  to  national  defence,  occupy 
the  &rat  rank.  Whatever  other  species  of  domestic  industry,  having  the  im- 
portance to  which  I  have  referred,  may  be  expected,  after  temporary  protec- 
tion, to  compete  with  foreign  labor  on  equal  terms,  merit  the  same  attention 
in  a  subordinate  degree. 

Tibe  present  tariff  taxes  some  of  the  comforts  of  life  unnecessarily  high:  it 
undertakes  to  protect  interests  too  local  and  minute  to  justify  a  general  exac- 
tion; and  it  also  attempts  to  force  some  kinds  of  manufactures  for  which  the 
country  is  not  ripe.  Much  relief  will  be  derived,  in  some  of  these  respects, 
from  the  measures  of  your  last  session. 

The  best,  as  well  as  fairest  mode  of  determining  whether,  from  any  just 
eonsiderations,  a  particular  interest  ought  to  receive  protection,  would  be 
to  submit  the  question  singlyfor  deliberation.  If,  after  due  examination  of 
its  merits,  unconnected  with  extraneous  considerations^-such  as  a  desire  to 
sustain  a  general  system,  or  to  purchase  support  for  a  different  interest- 
it  should  enlist  in  its  faror  a  majority  of  the  Representatives  of  the  people, 
there  can  be  little  danger  of  wrong  or  injury  in  adjusting  the  tariff  vidth 
reference  to  its  protective  effect.  If  this  obviously  just  principle  were  ho- 
nestly adhered  Xo^  the  branches  of  industry  which  deserve  protection  would 
be  saved  from  the  prejudice  excited  against  them,  when  that  protection  forms 
part  of  a  system  by  which  portions  of  the  country  feel,  or  conceive  them- 
selves to  be,  oppressed.  What  is  incalculably  more  important,  the  vital 
principle  of  oir  system — ^that  principle  which  requires  acquiescence  in  the 
wfil  ot  the  majority — would  be  secure  from  the  discredit  and  danger  to 
which  it  is  exposed  by  the  acts  of  majorities,  founded,  not  on  identity  of  con- 
viction, but  on  combinations  of  small  minorities,  entered  into  for  the  pur« 
pose  of  mutual  assistance  in  measures  which,  resting  solely  on  their  own 
merits,  could  nev^  be  carried. 

1  am  well  aware  that  this  is  a  subject  of  so  much  delicacy,  on  account  of 
the  extended  interests  it  involves,  as  to  require  that  it  should  be  touched  with 
the  utmost  caution;  and  that, 'while  an  abandonment  of  the  policy  in  which 
it  originated — a  policy  coeval  with  our  Government,  and  pursued  through 
successive  administrations,  is  neither  to  be  expected  or  desired,  the  people 
have  a  ri^t  to  demand,  and  have  demanded,  that  it  be  so  modified  as  to 
correct  abuses  and  obviate  injustice. 

That  our  deliberations  on  this  interesting  subject  should  be  uninfluenced 
M  those  partizan  conflicts  that  are  incident  to  free  institutions,  is  the  fervent 
wuh  of  my  heart  To  make  this  great  question,  which  unhappily  so  much 
divides  and  excites  the  public  mind,  subservient  to  the  short-sightiKi  views  of 
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faction,  must  destroy  all  hope  of  settling  it  satisfactorily  to  the  great  body  of 
the  people,  and  fur  the  general  interest  I  cannot,  therefore,  in  taking  leave 
of  the  subject,  too  earnestly  for  my  own  feelings  or  the  common  good,  warn 
you  against  the  blighting  consequences  of  such  a  course. 

According  to  the  estimates  at  the  Treasury  Department,  the  receipts  in 
the  treasury  during  the  present  year  will  amount  to  twenty -four  millions 
one  hundred  and  sixty-one  thousand  and  eighteen  dollars,  which  will  exceed 
by  about  three  huildred  thousand  dollars  the  estimate  presented  in  the  last 
tinnual  report  of  the  Secretary  ot  the  Treasury.  The  total  expenditure 
during  the  year,  exclusive  of  public  debt,  is  estimated  at  thirteen  millions 
seven  hundred  and  forty-two  thousand  three  hundred  and  eleven  dollars; 
and  the  payment  on  account  of  public  debt  for  the  same  period  will  have 
been  eleven  millions  three  hundred  and  fifty -four  thousand  six  hundred  and 
thirty  dollars;  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury,  on  the  first  of  January, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  of  four  millions  eight  hundred  and  nine- 
teen thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars. 

In  connexion  with  the  condition  of  our  finances,  it  afibrds  me  pleasure  to 
remark  that  judicious  and  efficient  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Treasury  Department  for  securing  the  pecuniary  responsibility  of  the  public 
officers,  and  the  more  punctual  payment  of  the  public  dues.  The  revenue 
cutter  service  has  been  organized  and  placed  on  a  good  footing,  and  aided 
by  an  increase  of  inspectors  at  exposed  points;  and  regulations  adopted 
under  the  act  of  May,  1S30,  for  the  inspection  and  appraisement  of  mer- 
chandise, have  produced  much  improvement  in  the  execution  of  the  laws,  and 
more  security  against  the  commission  of  frauds  upon  the  revenue.  Abuses 
in  the  allowances  for  fishing  bounties  have  also  been  corrected,  and  a  mate- 
rial saving  in  that  branch  of  the  service  thereby  effected.  In  addition  to 
these  improvements,  ^le  system  of  expenditure  for  sick  seamen  belonging 
to  the  merchant  service  has  been  revised;  and,  being  rendered  uniform 
and  economical,  the  benefits  of  the  fund  applicable  to  this  object  have  been 
usefully  extended. 

The  prosperity  of  our  country  is  also  further  evinced  by  the  increased 
revenue  arising  from  the  sale  of  public  lands,  as  will  appear  from  the  re- 
port of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  the  documents 
accompanying  it,  which  are  herewith  transmitted.  I  beg  leave  to  draw 
your  attention  to  this  report,  and  to  the  propriety  of  making  early  appro- 
priations for  the  objects  which  it  specifies. 

Your  attention  is  again  invited  to  the  subjects  connected  with  that  portion 
of  the  public  interests  entrusted  to  the  War  Department  Some  of  them 
were  referred  to  in  my  former  message;  and  they  are  presented  in  detail  in 
the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  herewith  submitted.  I  refer  you,  also,  to 
the  report  of  that  officer  for  a  knowledge  of  the  state  of  the  army,  fortifica- 
tions, arsenals,  and  Indian  afiairs;  all  of  which,  it  will  be  perceived,  have 
been  guarded  with  zealous  attention  and  care.  *  It  is  worthy  of  your  consi- 
deration whether  the  armaments  necessary  for  the  fortifications  on  our 
maritime  frontier,  which  are  now,  or  shortly  will  be,  completed,  should  not 
be  in  readiness  sooner  than  the  customary  appropriations  will  enable  the 
Department  to  provide  them.  This  precaution  seems  to  be  due  to  the 
general  system  of  fortification  which  has  been  sanctioned  by  Congress,  and 
is  recommended  by  that  maxim  of  wisdom  which  tells  us  in  peace  to  pre- 
pare for  war. 
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I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  a  highly  satia- 
lictory  account  of  the  manner  in  which  the  concerns  of  that  Department 
have  been  conducted  daring  the  present  year.  Our  position  in  relation  to 
the  most  powerful  nations  of  the  earth,  and  the  present  condition  of  Europe, 
admonish  us  to  cherish  this  arm  of  our  national  defence  with  peculiar  care. 
Separated  by  wide  seas  from  all  those  Governments  whose  power  we  might 
have  reason  to  dread,  we  have  nothing  to  apprehend  from  attempts  at  conquest 
It  is  chiefly  attacks  upon  our  commerce,  and  harassing  inroads  upon  our 
coast,  against  which  we  have  to  guard.  A  naval  force  adequate  to  the 
protection  of  our  commerce,  always  afloat,  with  an  accumulation  of  the 
means  to  give  it  a  rapid  extension  in  case  of  need,  furnishes  the  power  by 
which  all  such  aggressions  may  be  prevented  or  repelled.  ^  The  attention  of 
ihe  Government  has,  therefore,  been  recently  directed  more  to  preserving 
the  public  vessels  already  built,  and  providing  materials  to  be  placed  in  depdt 
for  future  use,  than  to  increasing  their  number.  With  the  aid  of  Congressi 
in  a  few  years,  the  Government  will  be  prepared,  in  case  of  emergency,  to 

Ct  afloat  a  powerful  navy  of  new  ships  almost  as  soon  as  old  ones  could 
repaired. 

The  modifications  in  this  part  of  the  service,  suggested  in  my  last  annual 
message,  which  are  noticed  more  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  are  again  recommended  to  your  serious  attention. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster  General,  in  like  manner,  exliibita  a  satis* 
factory  view  of  the  important  branch  of  the  Government  under  his  charge. 
In  addition  to  the  bene&ts  already  secured  by  the  operations  of  the  Post 
Office  Department,  considerable  improvements  within  the  present  year  have 
been  made  by  an  increase  in  the  accommodation  afforded  by  stage  coaches,, 
and  in  the  frequency  and  celerity  of  the  mail  between  some  of  the  most  im-^ 
portant  points  of  the  Union. 

Under  the  late  contracts,  improvements  have  been  provided  for  the  south* 
em  section  of  the  country,  and,  at  the  same  time,  an  annual  saving  made 
of  upwards  of  seventy-two  thousand  dollars.  Notwithstanding  the  eaccess 
of  expenditure  beyond  the  current  receipts  for  a  few  years  past,  necessarily 
incurred  in  the  fulfilment  of  existing  contracts,  and  in  the  additional  expen- 
ses, between  the  periods  of  contracting,  to  meet  the  demands  created  by  the 
rapid  growth  and  extension  of  our  flourishing  country;  yet  the  satisfactory 
assurance  is  given,  that  the  future  revenue  of  the  Department  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  meet  its  extensive  engngements.  The  system  recently  introduced, 
that  subjects  its  receipts  and  disbursements  to  strict  regulation,  has  entirely 
fulfilled  its  designs.  It  gives  full  assurance  of  the  punctual  transmission,  as 
well  as  the  security  of  the  funds  of  the  Department  The  efficiency  and 
Industry  of  its  officers,  and  the  ability  and  energy  of  contractors,  justify  an 
increased  confidence  in  its  continued  prosperity. 

The  attention  of  Congress  was  called,  on  a  foi:mer  occasion,  to  the  neces- 
sity of  such  a  modification  in  the  office  of  Attorney  General  of  the  United 
States  as  would  render  it  more  adequate  to  the  wants  of  the  public  service.- 
This  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  the  office  of  Solicitor  of  the  Trea<- 
sury ;  and  the  earliest  measures  were  taken  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of 
the  law  which  authorized  the  appointment  of  that  officer,  and  defined  his  du« 
ties.  But  it  is  not  believed  that  this  provision,  however  useful  in  itself,  is 
calculated  to  supersede  the  necessity  of  extending  the  duties  and  powers  of 
the  Attorney  General's  office.  On  the  contrary,'  I  am  convinced  that 
the  public  interest  would  be  greatly  promoted  by  giving  tp  that  officer 
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ihe  general  superintendence  of  the  various  law  agents  of  the  GoTemment, 
and  o[  M  law  proceedings,  whether  civil  or  criminal,  in  which  the  United 
States  may  be  interested,  allowing  him,  at  the  same  time,  such  a  compen- 
sation as  would  enable  him  to  devote  his  undivided  attention  to  the  public 
business.  I  think  such  a  provision  is  alike  due  to  the  public  and  to  the  offi* 
cer. 

Occasions  of  reference  from  the  different  Executive  Departments  to  the 
Attorney  General  are  of  frequent  occurrence;  and  the  prompt  decision  of 
the  questions  so  referred  tends  much  to  facilitate  the  despatch  of  business  in 
those  Departments.  The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  hereto 
appended,  shows  also  a  branch  of  the  public  service  not  specifically  entrust- 
ed to  any  officer,  which  might  be  advantageously  committed  to  the  Attor* 
ney  General. 

But,  independently  of  those  considerations,  this  office  is  now  one  of  daily- 
duty.  It  was  originally  organized,  and  its  compensation  fixed,  with  a  view 
to  occasional  service,  leaving  to  the  incumbent  time  for  the  exercise  of  his 
profession  in  private  practice.  The  state  of  things  which  warranted  such 
an  organization  no  longer  exists.  The  frequent  claims  upon  the  services  of 
this  officer  would  render  his  absence  from  the  Seat  of  Government,  in  pro- 
fessional attendance  upon  the  courts,  injurious  to  the  public  service;  and  the 
interests  of  the  Government  could  not  fail  to  be  promoted  by  charging  him 
with  the  general  superintendence  of  all  its  legal  concerns. 

Under  a  strong  conviction  of  the  justne^  of  these  sug^i^estions,  I  recom- 
mend it  to  Congress  to  make  the  necessary  provisions  for  giving  effect  to 
them,  and  to  place  the  Attorney  General,  in  regard  to  compensation,  on 
the  same  footing  with  the  heads  of  the  several  Executive  Departments.  To 
this  officer  might^also  be  intrusted  a  cognizance  of  the  cases  of  insolvency  in 
public  debtors,  especially  if  the  views  which  I  submitted  on  this  subject  last 
year  should  meet  the  approbation  of  Congress— ^to  which  I  again  solicit  your 
attention.  % 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  situation  of  the  District  of 
Columbia.  Placed,  by  the  Coiistitution,  under  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  and 
control  of  Congress,  this  District  is  certainly  entitled  to  a  much  greater  share 
of  its  consideiation  than  it  has  yet  received.  There  is  a  want  of  uniformity 
in  its  laws,  particularly  in  those  of  a  penal  character,  which  increases  the  ex- 
pense of  their  administration,  and  subjects  the  people  to  all  the  inconvenien- 
ces which  result  from  the  operation  of  different  codes  in  so  small  a  territory. 
On  different  sides  of  the  Potomac,  the  same  offence  is  punishable  in  unequal 
degrees;  and  the  peculiarities  of  many  of  the  early  laws  of  MaryUnd  and 
Virginia  remain  in  force,  notwithstanding  their  repugnance,  in  some  cases^ 
to  the  improvements  which  have  superseded  them  in  those  States. 

Besides  a  remedy  for  these  evils,  which  is  loudly  called  for,  it  is  respect- 
fully submitted  whether  a  provision  authorizing  the  election  of  a  Delegate 
to  represent  the  wants  of  the  citizens  of  this  District  on  the  floor  of  Con- 
gress, is  not  due  to  them,  and  to  the  character  of  our  Government  No 
portion  of  our  citizens  should  be  without  a  practical  enjoyment  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  freedom;  and  there  is  none  more  important  than  that  which  culti- 
vates a  proper  relation  between  the  governors  and  the  governed.  Imper- 
fect as  this  must  be  in  this  case,  yet  it  is  believed  that  it  would  be  greatly 
improved  by  a  representation  in  Congress,  with  the  same  privileges  that  ara 
idlowed  to  the  other  Territories  of  the  United  States. 
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The  penitentiary  b  resdj  for  the  reception  of  convicts,  and  only  awaits 
the  necessary  legislation  to  put  it  into  operation;  as  one  object  of  which,  I 
beg  leave  to  reau  your  attention  to  the  propriety  of  providing  suitable  com- 
pensation for  the  officers  charged  with  its  inspection. 

The  importance  of  the  principles  involved  in  the  inquiry,  whether  it  will 
be  proper  to  recharter  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  requires  that  I  should 
again  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  subject  Nothing  has  occurred  to 
lessen,  in  any  degree,  the  dangers  which  many  of  our  citizens  apprehend 
from  that  institution,  as  at  present  organized.  In  the  spirit  of  improvement 
and  compromise  which  distinguishes  our  country  and  its  institutions,  it  be- 
comes us  to  inquire,  whether  it  be  not  possible  to  secure  the  advantages  af- 
forded by  the  present  bank,  through  the  agency  of  a  Bank  of  the  United 
States,  so  modified  in  its  principles  and  structure  as  to  obviate  constitu- 
tional and  other  objections. 

It  is  thought  practicable  to  oi^nize  such  a  bank,  with  the  necessary  offi- 
cersf  as  a  branch  of  the  Treasury  Department,  based  on  the  public  and  in- 
dividual deposites,  without  power  to  make  loans  or  purchase  property,  which 
shtU  remit  the  funds  of  the  Government,  and  the  expense  of  which  may  be 
paid,  if  thought  advisable,  by  allowing  its  ofiicers  to  sell  bills  of  exchange  to 

frivate  individuals  at  a  moderate  premium.  Not  being  a  corporate  body, 
tving  no  stockholders,  debtors,  or  property,  and  but  few  ofiicers,  it  would 
not  be  obnoxious  to  the  constitutional  objections  which  are  urged  against  the 
present  bank;  and  having  no  means  to  operate  on  the  hopes,  fears,  or  inte- 
rests,  of  large  masses  of  the  community,  it  would  be  shorn  of  the  influence 
which  makes  that  bank  formidable.  The  States  would  be  strengthened  by 
having  in  their  hands  the  means  of  furnishing  the  local  paper  currency  through 
their  own  banks;  while  the  Bsnk  of  the  United  States,  though  issuing  no 
paper,  would  check  the  issues  of  the  State  banks,  by  taking  their  notes  in 
deposite,  and  for  exchange,  only  so  long  as  they  continue  to  be  redeemed 
with  specie.  In  times  of  ^blic  emergency,  the  capacities  of  such  an  insti^ 
tution  might  be  enlarged  by  legislative  provisions. 

These  suggestions  are  made,  not  so  much  as  a  recommendation,  as  with 
a  view  of  calling  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  possible  modifications  of  a 
system  which  cannot  continue  to  exist  in  its  present  form  without  occasion- 
al collisions  with  the  local  authorities,  and  perpetual  apprehensions  and  dis* 
content  on  the  part  of  the  States  and  the  people. 

In  conclusion,  fellow-citizens,  allow  me  to  invoke,  in  behalf  of  your  deli 
berations,  that  spirit  of  conciliation  and  disinterestedness  which  is  the  gift 
of  patriotism.     Under  an  overruling  and  merciful  Providence,  the  agency 
of  this  spirit  has  thus  far  been  signalized  in  the  prosperity  and  glory  of  our 
beloved  country.     May  its  influence  be  eternal.

Sir:  You  will  receive  with  this  letter  a  silken  flag,  bearing  the  colors  of 
the  United  States.  This  flag  is  made  entirely  of  American  silk,  reeled  from 
the  cocoons,  prepared  and  woven  by  John  D'Homergue,  silk  manufacturer. 
The  coloring  has  been  done  by  the  best  artist  he  could  procure  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia;  he  himself  not  professing  to  be  a  dyer. 

The  staff  of  this  flag,  with  the  eagle,  measures  about  fifteen  feet;  the  flag 
itself  is  twelve  feet  and  a  half  long,  and  six  feet  wide.  It  is  woven  all  in  one 
piece,  without  a  seam. 
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I  begy  Sir,  you  will  be  so  good  as  to  present  this  flag,  most  respectfally,  in 
ny  name,  to  the  honorable  House  over  which  you  preside,  as  a  sample  of 
American  industry,  thus  applied,  for  the  first  time,  to  the  most  valuable  of 
American  productions,  and  as  a  result  of  the  efforts  they  have  made,  during 
the  last  five  years,  for  the  promotion  of  the  important  branch  of  agriculture 
to  which  we  owe  the  rich  material  of  which  this  flag  is  composed.

And  being  put. 

It  was  decided  in  the  negative.

4|uire  into  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  military  post  or  garrison  at  the 
mouth  of  Little  River,  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  Territory  of  Arkansas. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  White,  of  Florida, 

jResolued^  That  the  Committee  on  Commerce  be  instructed  to  inquire  into 
the  expediency  of  establishing  a  port  of  entry  at  St.  John's,  in  East  Florida. 

A  motion  was  ma^le  by  Mr.  Davenport,  that  when  the  House  shall  ad- 
journ this  day,  it  will  adjourn  to  meet  again  on  Monday  next. 

This  motion  having  been  objected  to,  the  hour  for  passing  to  the  orders  of 
the  day  having  arrived, 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  rule  be  suspended,  so  that  the  House  may 
entertain  the  said  motion; 

And  on  the  question,  Shall  the  rule  be  suspended? 

It  passed  in  the  affirmative,  two4hirds  of  the  House  voting  therefor. 

The  motion  made  by  Mr,  Davenport  was  then  agreed  to  by  the^House.

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Foster  further  to  amend  the  said  bill 
by  inserting  a  provision  for  extending  a  post  road  proposed  by  the  bill  to  be 
established  in  the  State  of  Georgia^  <*by  Cambellton,  to  the  gold  region  in 
Carroll  county."    ITiis  amendment  being  disagreed  to  by  the  House, 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Wickliffe  further  to  amend  the  said  bill,  by

And  after  debate. 

The  House  adjourned.

And  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  question  was  then  put  to  agree  to  the  resolution  moved  by  Mr.  Hoff- 
man; 

And  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

The  House  then,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  resolution,  resolved  itself  into 
a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  and  proceeded  to  the  Senate  chamber,  to 
attend  the  trial,  by  the  Senate,  of  the  impeachment  against  James  H.  Peck, 
Judge  of  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  district  of  Missouri;

I  transmit  herewith  to  Congress  a  copy  of  a  correspondence  which  lately 
passed  between  Major  General  Von  Scholten,  his  Danish  Majesty's  Governor 
General  of  his  West  India  possessions,  and  special  Minister  to  the  United 
States,  and  Mr.  Van  Buren,  Secretary  of  Slate,  concerning  the  regulation 
of  the  commercial  intercourse  between  those  possessions  and  the  United 
States;  which  comprehends  the  propositions  that  General  Von  Scholten 
made  to  this  Government,  in  behalf  of  his  sovereign,  upon  that  subject,  and 
the  answers  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  same^  the  last  showing  the 
grounds  upon  which  this  Government  declined  acceding  to  the  overtures 
of  the  Danish  Envoy. 

This  correspondence  is  now  submitted  to  the  two  Houses  of  Congress  id 
compliance  with  the  wish  and  request  of  General  Von  Scholten  himself,  and 
under  the  full  persuasion,  upon  my  part,  that  it  will  receive  all  the  attention 
and  consideration  to  which  the  very  friendly  relations  than  have  so  long  sub* 
•isted  between  the  United  States  and  the  King  of  Denmark  especially  en- 
title it  in  the  councils  of  this  Union.

nth  House  of  Rtprestntativea  of  the  United  States: 

I  eommunicate  to  Congreis  the  papers  relating  to  the  recent  arrangement 
with  Great  Britain  with  respect  to  the  trade  between  her  colonial  poaseasions 
and  the  United  States,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  my  message  at  the 
opening  of  the  present  session. 

It  will  appear  from  those  documents  that,  owing  to  the  omission  in  the  act 
of  the  29th  of  May  last  of  a  clause  expressly  restricting  importations  into 
the  British  colonies  in  American  vessels  to  the  productions  of  the  United 
States;  to  the  amendment  engrafted  upon  that  act  in  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatiyefl^  proWding  that,  when  the  trade  with  the  West  India  colonies  should 
be  opened,  the  commercial  intercourse  of  the  United  States  with  all  other 
partsof  the  British  dominions  or  possessions  should  be  left  on  a  footing  not  less 
favorable  to  the  United  States  than  it  now  is;  and  to  the  act  not  specifying 
the  terms  upon  which  British  vessel  coming  from  the  northern  colonies 
ihoold  be  admitted  to  entry  into  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  an  appre- 
htuAm  was  entertained  by  the  Government  of  Great  Britain,  that,  under  the 
cofltemplated  engagement,  claims  might  be  set  up  on  our  part  inconsistent 
with  the  propositions  submitted  by  our  Minister,  and  with  the  terms  to  which 
she  i?as  willing  to  agree;  and  that  this  circumstance  led  to  explanations  be- 
tween Mr.  McLane  and  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen,  respecting  the  intentions  of 
CoQgress,  and  the  true  construction  to  be  given  to  the  act  referred  to. 

To  the  interpretation  given  by  th^n  to  that  act,  X  did  not  hesitate  to  agree^ 
It  was  quite  clear  that,  in  adopting  the  an^endment  referred  to,  Congres!^ 
cou/d  DOt  have  intended  to  preclude  future  alterations  in  the  existing  inter- 
course between  the  United  States  and  other  parts  of  the  British  dominions^ 
and  the  supposition  that  the  omission  to  restrict,  in  terms,  the  importations 
to  the  productions  of  the  country  to  which  the  vessels  belong,  was  intentional, 
was  precluded  by  the  propositions  previously  made  by  this  Government  to  that 
of  Great  Britian,  and  which  were  before  Congress  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  the  act;  by  the  principles  which  govern  tne  maritime  legislation  of  the 
two  coantrieS)  and  by  the  provisions  of  the  existing  commercial  treaty  be- 
tween them. 

Actoatedby  this  view  of  the  subject,  and  convinced  that  h  was  in  accord- 
ance with  the  real  intentions  of  Congress,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  give  effect  te 
the  arruigefflent,  by  issuing  the  required  proclamation,  of  which  a  copy  is.

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Chilton*  that  the  said  repK)rt  be  recommitted 
to  the  Committee  on  Public  Expenditures,  with  instructions  to  report  to  this 
House  a  bill  containing  the  following  provisions,  viz: 

First.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  aad  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  House  of  Repre.^ntatives,  previous  to  issuing  ce^ 
tificates  to  the  members  of  their  respective  Houses  for  the  amounts  to  which 
said  members  may  be  entitled  for  mileage  to  and  from  the  seat  of  the  Ge- 
neral Government,  to  obtain  from  each  member  so  applying  for  a  certifi- 
cate a  statement,  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledf^e,  of  the  distance 
from  the  Capitol  in  the  city  of  Washington  to  the  residence  of  said  mem- 
ber, computed  upon  the  nearest  route  which  may  be  conveniently  travelled, 
and  is  necessarily  and  most  usually  travelled  from  the  one  to  the  other  poiotf 
which  said  statement  shall  be  signed  by  the  member  making  the  same. 

Second.  That  said  Secretary  and  Sergeant  shall  record  said  statements,  so 
made  and  signed,  each,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose;  and 
that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in|»ubli8hing  his  annual  statement  of  the 
amounts  paid  to  members,  shall  distinguish  between  the  amount  paid  for  the 
per  diem  allowance  and  the  amount  for  mileage  to  each  member,  placing  the 
number  of  miles  charged  for  opposite  the  amount  allowed. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Hall  to  amend  the  said  instructions  by  strik- 
ing out  trom  the  word  <<  bilP^  to  the  end  thereof,  and  inserting  the  following: 
<<  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  with  the  aid  of  the  Postmaster  Gene- 
ral, at  the  end  of  every  session,  to  ma^e  an  estimate,  as  nearly  as  po^i- 
ble,  of  the  actual  distance  (in  a  direct  line)  of  the  residence  of  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Senate,  House  of  Representatives,  and  Delegate  of  a  Territory, 
from  the  seat  of  Government;  and  that  the  mileage  of  members  of  Congren 
and  Delegates  be  computed,  and  their  accounts  for  travelling  be  settled,  ac- 
cording to  such  estimate." 

And  after  debate,  the  period  allotted  by  the  rule  for  the  consideration  of 
reports  having  expired, 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Hall,  that  the  said  rule  be  suspended;  which 
notion  was  disagreed  to  by  the  House.

pray  Congress  to  adupt  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  most  expedient  to 
remedy  the  evils  complained  of;  which  memorial  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Commerce.

nual  drills  of  the  militia  of  the  State  of  New  York  may  be  defrayed  by  the 
United  States.

acres  of  land,  that  they  were  forcibly  dispossessed  of  said  land  by  white 
men,  that  they  sued  out  writs  of  ejectment,  out  from -poverty  were  unable  to 
prosecute  said  writs,  and  that  judgments  have  gone  against  them  by  default| 
and  praying  indemnity  for  their  losses  from  the  Government  of  the  United 
States. 

Mt.  Crane  presented  a  petition  of  Timothy  Green^  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
praying  payment  for  three  hundred  and  twelve  head  of  hogs,  taken  from 
him  for  the  use  of  soldiers  of  the  United  States  in  the  year  1815.

^^Jind  be  it  further  enacted j  That  the  amount  of  the  several  accounts 
and  claims,  when  examined  and  adjusted  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  togethar 
with  the  principle  on  which  each  item  is  founded,  shall  be  reportetf  to  Con<« 
gress  for  final  decision  and  allowance."

IN  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY,  JANUARY  SESSION,  1831. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  tLe  Govemor't  messtge  ureliCef  to  the 
d'iftribution  of  the  revenue  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  public  lands  of  the  Ujiion  ainoii|^ 
the  aeveral  States,  for  the  purpose  of  education,  <cc.,  report: 

That  the  citizens  of  this  State  view  with  deep  solicitude  the  efforts  lately  made  in  theNa- 
tiooal  Legislature  to  deprive  the  Atlantic  States  of  their  just  and  equitable  rights  to  the  pab- 
lie  lands  of  the  Union— rights  which  they  claim  to  hold  in  common  with  all  thoStata^  aad 
which  were  asserted  by  and  conceded  to  them  at  the  laying  of  the  foundation  of  the  CoMtitu- 
ticm  of  the  Union.  It  is  an  inheritance  which  they  claim  as  the  purchase  of  their  ticawres 
and  of  their  blood,  and  is  too  highly  appreciated  by  them  to  be  relinquished  witboat  suk 
equiralent,  and  too  dearly  bought  to  be  wantonly  lavished  away. 

The  citizens  of  Delaware  have  beheld  with  pain  and  anxiety  attempts  which  hare  ViJtcly 
heen  made  in  Congress  thus  to  deprive  them  of  a  conceded  right,  and  dissipate  tlie  ferenne 
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derivable  from  those  Undt ,  bj  forcing  tales  within  a  short  period  of  time  Md  at  mere  iioau« 
nal  prices.  They  consider  such  a  scheme  as  nothing  less  than  a  Tirtual  aUenation  of  theb 
right,  aod  a  wanton  sacrifice  of  their  interest  to  the  cupidity  and  ararioe  of  ipecii]aton»  many 
of  whom,  it  would  seem,  are  as  mercenary  and  unprincipled  in  their  views  as  they  are  actife 
and  vociferous  in  their  support  of  them.  The  people  of  Delaware  look  forward  to  the 
time  when  the  national  debt  shall  have  been  liquidated  (to  the  payment  of  which  the  revenue 
accruing  from  the  sales  of  the  public  lands  is  pledged)  as  a  suitable  and  auspicious  period, 
af^er  which  the  said  revenue  may  be  distributed  among  the  several  States  of  the  Union,  foe 
the  purpose  of  extending  the  means  of  education ,  and  thereby  promoting  the  general  we1« 
fare  of  the  Unipn,  strengthening  its  bands,  and  perpetuating  its  blessings.  Tour  committee 
would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

EcMohtd  by  tht  Senate  and  House  •/  Hepreseniaiivee  ofUu  SUUe  ofDeiaware  in  General  Js* 
tembly  met^  1  hat  this  Legislature  views  with  a  jealous  eye  every  attempt  to  make  a  partial 
distribution  of  the  public  lands  of  the  Union  among  the  States,  whether  by  direct  grant  to 
a  State,  or  by  nominal ssles  at  reduced  prices  to  the  citiiens  thereof. 

Renhedf  That,  in  the  opinion  of  tliis  General  Assembly,  the  revenue  arising  from  the 
sale  of  the  public  lands  of  the  Union  ought  to  be  distributed  among  the  aeversl  State%  for 
the  purpose  of  eitending  the  means  of  education  throughout  the  republic,  as  soon  as  the 
liquidation  of  the  national  debt  shall  warrant  the  s4me. 

ReMlvedf  That  our  Senators  and  Representative  in  the  National  Legislature  be,  and  the}' 
sre  hereby,  requested  to  exert  themselves  to  procure  such  an  appropriation  of  the  funds  avail- 
able from  the  sales  of  those  lands,  as  shsll  foster  and  promote  the  oause  of  education  through- 
out the  Union. 

Bemkedt  That  this  General  Assembly  do  approve  most  heartily  the  manly  and  able  atand 
maintained  by  our  representation  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  in  defending  and  sus- 
taining the  right  and  interest  of  the  State  upon  the  question  of  the  disposal  of  the  western, 
domuns  of  the  Union . 

Betahtdf  That  the  foregoing  report  and  resolutions  be  signed  by  the  Speakers  of  the 
Senate  and  of  the  House  of  Representatives  respectively,  and  that  a.  copy  be  transmitted  to 
each  of  our  Senators  snd  to  our  Repstsentative  in  Congress,  and  that  the  Executive  df  each 
State  be  furnished  with  a  copy  by  the  Governor,  snd  requested  to  lay  the  same  before  their 
respective  Legislatures.

ed; and  that  the  period  allowed  by  the  act  of  March  2d,  1799,  to  procure  aa 
abatement  of  duties  on  goods  damaged  during  the  voyage,  may  be  extended 
tsk  twenty  days  after  the  landing  of  the  goods;  which  memorial  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  state  of  the  Union.

This  station,  j  usUy  esteemed  among  the  first  in  distinction  sad  booor, 
has  always  been  regarded,  not  only  as  one  of  elevated  character,  but  of  lev^ceRspouAMh- 
ty  and  labor,  and  of  eztreme|delicacy.  In  discharging  its  arduous  and  mnltifiuvmsdiiXka,  no 
man  can  hope  to  firee  himself  from  error,  or  to  g^ve  unqualified  or  universal  satii&ctioo.    la 
times  even  of  profound  tranquiHiCy  and  repose,  to  please  every  one  cannot,  and  ought  not 
to  be  expected.    Amid  the  storms  of  political  and  party  excitements,  it  would  be  idk  ind 
vain  to  expect  it.     My  path  here,  for  the  last  four  years^  has  not  been  strewed  with  roses. 
I  have  had,  as  you  well  know,  my  full  share  of  responsibility,  embarrassment,  and  toil,   t 
can  say,  however,  with  truth,  that  I  have  endeavored  to  meet  your  expectations  by  a  zealous 
devotion  of  my  time,  and  even  of  my  health ,  to  your  service;  and  by  a  frithful  and  independ- 
ent discharge  of  my  public  duty.    This,  gentlemen,  was  all  that  I  promised  when  I  receiv- 
ed this  high  appointment  at  your  hands;  and  in  laying  it  down,  I  feel  a  proud  ooMciottsnesK 
that  I  have  redeemed  my  pledge;  and  if  the  trust  has  not  been  ably,  it  has,  at  least^beenho 
nestiy  disdiaiged.    During^the  entire  period  of  my  service,  and  under  all  tbe  agitatioBB  of 
the  times,  it  has  been  my  peculiar  good  fortune  and  pleasure  to  receive,  in  an  ahnotftonex- 
ampled  manner,  the  kindness  and  support  of  the  members  of  tbb  House;  and  in  proof  of 
it,  I  may  be  permitted  to  remark,  1  hope  without  vanity,  that  in  all  the  nuraerooa  and  inpoit- 
ant  decisions  which  I  have  been  called  upon  to  pronounce  firom  this  chair,  but  one  hssever 
been  reversed  by  the  judgment  of  the  House,  and  that  under  circumstances  which  can  eanae 
me  no  regret.    Can  I,  then,  feel  otherwise  than  gratified  and  flattered,  cheered  and  consol- 
ed, by  this  renewed  and  distingiushed  evidence  of  your  confidence  and  favor?    I  receive  it, 
genUemen,  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  has  been  ofi*ered.    I  cherish  it  in  my  heart    It  is  the

highest  and  the  only  reward  that  I  either  fought  or  expected;  and  I  shall  cherish  it  through 
life  with  feelings  of  the  deepest  respect  and  the  most  affectionate  gratitude.  God  grant 
that  you  may  long  live  to  serve  and  benefit  your  country,  and  enjoy  its  undiminished  confi- 
dence; and,  in  bidding  you  an  aflTectionate,  and  perhaps  last  farewell,  accept,  I  pray  jrou, 
fluy  cordial  and  best  wishes  for  your  individual  health,  prosperity,  and  happiness.

STANDING  RULES  AND  ORDERS 

FOB  CONDUCTING  BUSINESS  IN  THE  HOUSE  OF  BBPBESENTATiyES  OF  THE 

UNITED  STATES. 


Tmching  the  duty  qf  the  Shaker. 

1.  He  shill  take  the  Chair  erery  day  preeiaely  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
Houae shall  have  adjoomed  on  the  preceding  day;  shall  immediately  call  the 
members  to  order;  and,  on  the  appearance  <m  a  quorum,  shall  cause  the  Jour- 
nal of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read. 

8.  He  shall  presenre  order  and  decorum;  may  speak  to  points  of  order  ia 
preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose;  and  shall 
decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any  two 
members;  on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless 
by  leave  of  the  House. 

S.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

4.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit:  << As  many  as 
are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  question  may  be)  say  Ay;^^  and,  after  the  af- 
firmative voice  is  expressed,  <<  As  many  as  are  of  the  contranr  opinion,  say 
No. ''  If  the  Speaker  doubts,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  House  shall  di- 
vide: those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats, 
and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative.  If  the  Speaker  still  doubts,  or  a  count 
be  required,  the  Speaker  shall  name  two  members,  one  from  each  side,  to 
tell  the  members  m  the  affirmative,  which  being  reported,  he  shall  then 
name  two  others,  one  from  each  side,  to  tell  those  in  the  negative,  which 

^  being  also  reported,  he  shall  rise  and  state  the  decision  to  the  House. 

5.  When  any  motion  or  proposition  is  made,  the  question,  <<WiU  the 
House  now  consider  it?"  shall  not  be  put,  unless  it  is  demanded  by  some 
member,  or  is  deemed  necessary  by  the  Speaker. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  examine  and  correct  the  Journal  before  it  is  read. 
He  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  Hall.  He  shall  have  the  rij^t  to 
name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution 
shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment.

19.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  gsDeries  or 
lobby,  the  Speaker  (or  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  Houss) 
shall  have  power  to  order  tiie  tfime  to  be  cleared. 

13.  No  person)  except  members  of  the  Senate,,  their  Seeretaryy  Heads  of 
SepartmeetSy  Treasurer,  Comptroller,  Regisler^  Auditor,  Poatmeeter  Geae* 
laly  Pieaident's  Secretary,  Chaplains  to  Congress*  Judges  of  the  Unitel 
States,  Foreign  Ministers,  and  their  Secretaries,  Officera  who^  byosoaet 
have  received,  or  shall  hereafter  receive,  the  thanks  of  Congreta  for  thcii 
npllantry  and  good  conduct  displayed  in  the  service  of  their  cpiintry,  the 
^mmissioners  of  the  Navy  Boaixt^  Governor,  for  the  time  beings  of  any 
State  or  Territory  of  the  Union^  who  m^y  attend  at  the  Seat  of  the  Geoe* 
yal  Government  during  the  Session  of  Congress,  and  who  oisy  cheoseio 
avail  himself  of  such  privilege^  such  gentlemen  as. have  tKaen  Utada  -of 
Departments,  or  members  of  either  branch  of  the  Legislature,  and,  at  the 
^isoretion-  of  the  Speaker,  perpons  who  belong  to  such  Leg>8laturea  of  Fo- 
r«gn  Governments  as  are  in  amity  with  the  United  States,  mall  be  ado^ittad 
within  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representstives.

81.  Afker  a  motion  is.sfeited  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it

•drawn  at  any  time  before  a  decision  or  amendment 

32.  When  a  questioBis  under  debate,  no  motion  ahall  be  reeeived  hot  to 
adjoom,  to  lie  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  to  a  day 
eartain,  to  commit  or  amend,  to  postpone  indefinitely  f  wfaieh  several  mo* 
tions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged:  and  oo 
motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
being  decided,  shall  be  again  allovred  on  the  same  day,  and  at  the^nmesti^ 
of  the  bill  or  proposition.

40.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  ( 
sideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. . 

41.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  naove  for 
the  reconsideration  thereof,  on  the  same  or  the  succeeding  day:  and  muk 
motion,  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  questions,  except  a  motioa  to  ad- 
journ. 

48.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  i^  called  for,  and  the  same  is  objeeted 
to  by  apy  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  tlie  House.

Whether  any,  and  what,  provisions  are  necessary  to  be  adopted,  to  pro-

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Beatire  the  Goyardme&t  fitmi  demands  unjust  in  their  character^  or  extrava- 
gant in  their  amount. 

And  it  shall  be,  moreover,  the  duty  of  the  said  committees  to  report,  from 
time  to  time,  whether  any,  and  what,  retrenchment  can  be  made  in  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  several  Department^  without  detriment  to  the  public  ser- 
vice; whether  any,  and  what,  abuses  at  any  time  exist  in  the  failure  to  en- 
force the  payment  of  moneys  which  may  be  due  to  the  United  States  from 
publid  defaulters  or  others;  and  to  report,  from  time  to  time,  such  provisions 
and  arrangements  as  may  be  neeessary  to  add  to  the  economy  of  the  several 
Departments,  and  the  accountability  of  iheir  officers. 

76.  The  several  standing  committees  of  the  House  shall  have  leave  to  re* 
port  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

77.  No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  House,  without  spe- 
cial leave. 

78.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  take  an  oath  for  the  true  and  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  abili- 
ties, and  shall  be  deemed  to  continue  in  office  until  another  be  appointed. 

79.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  make,  and  cause  to  be  printed  and 
delivered  to  each  member,  at  the  commencement  of  every  session  of  C<Hi^ 
gressy  a  list  of  the  reports  which  it  is  the  duty  of  any  officer  or  Department 
of  the  Government  to  make  to  Congress;  referring  to  the  act  or  resolution, 
and  page  of  the  volume  of  the  Laws  o^  Journal  in  which  it  may  be  contain- 
ed; and  placing  under  the  name  of  each  officer  the  list  of  reports  required 
of  him  to  be  made,  and  the  time  when  the  report  may  he  expected. 

80.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  at  the  end  of  each  ses- 
sion, to  send  a  printed  copy  of  the  Journals  thereof  to  the  Executive^  an^  to 
each  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  every  State. 

81.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  noted  by  the  Clerk,  with  the  decision, 
and  put  together  at  the  end  of  the  Journal  of  every  session. 

82.  Whenever  confidential  communications  are  received  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  the  House  shall  be  cleared  of  all  persons,  except 
the  members.  Clerk,  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  Doorkeeper,  and  so  continue 
during  the  reading  of  such  communications,  and  (unless  otherwise  directed 
by.  the  Jiouae)  during  all  debates  and  proceedings  to  be  had  thereon.  And 
when  the  Speaker,  or  any  other  member,  shall  inform  the  House  that  he  has 
communications  to  make,  which  he  conceives  ought  to  be  kept  secret,  Uie 
House  ahall,  in  like  manner,  be  cleared  till  the  communication  be  made;  the 
House  shall  then  determine  whether  the  matter  communieated  requires  8e« 
^recy  or  not,  and  take  order  accordingly. 

83.  The  Sereeant-at-Arms  and  the  Doorkeeper  shall  be  sworn  to  keep  the 
secrets  of  the  House. 

84.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  to  be  acted  on  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

Of  Bills. 

85.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leave,  or  by  an  order 
of  the  House,  on  the  report  of  the  committee;  and,  in  either  case,  a  commit- 
tee to  prepare  the  same  shall  be  appointed.  In  cases  of  a  general  nature, 
pne  day's  notice  at  least  shall  be  ^iven  of  the  motion  to  bring  in  a  bill;  and 
every  such  motion  may  be  committed. 

86.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings  in  the  House  previous 
to  itn  passage;  and  all  bills  shall  be  despatched  in  order  as  they  were  intro-

twice  read  on  the  same  day,  without  special  order  of  the  Houee.- 

37.  The  first  reading  of  a  bill  shall  be  for  inlannatioa;  and,  if  oppaskiofl 
he  made  to  it,  the  question  shall  be,  <<Shall  this  bill  be  ngecled?^'  If  w 
opposition  be  made,  or  if  the  question  to  rejeet  be  neg^ivod,  the  faiU  aha& 
go  to  its  second  readioc  without  a  question. 

89.  Upon  the  second  reading  o(  a  bill,  the  Speaker  shall  fllft%%  it-eeicadj 
for  commitment  or  engrossment;  and,  if  committed,  then  a  questioii  shall  bai 
whether  to  a  select  or  standing  committee,  or  to  a  Committee  of  Che  Whole 
House:  if  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  House  shdl  determine 
on  what  day.  But,  if  the  bill  be  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  the  House  sbO 
appoint  the  day  when  it  shall  be  read  the  third  time.  ' 

89.  Not  more  than  three  biHs,  originating  in  the  House,  Aail  he  eommit' 
ted  to  the  same  Committee  of  the  Whole;  and  such  bills  shall  be  analogoniia 
timr  nature,  which  analogy  shall  be  determined  by  the  Speaker. 

90.  After  commitment  and  report  thereof  to  the  House,  or  at  any  tisM 
before  its  passage,  a  bill  may  be  recommitted. 

91.  All  bills  ordered  to  be  engpreesed  shall  be  eiecuted  in  a  hit  xsssd 
hand. 

99.  No  amendment,  by  way  of  rider,  shall  be  reeeived  to  any  hiU  en  ill 
third  reading. 

93.  When  a  bill  shall  pass,  it  shall  be  certified  by  dw  Clark,  noilHig  Ibi 
dey  of  its  passage  at  the  foot  thereof.

i4.  It  shall  be  a  standing  order  of  the  day,  throughout  the  seaaioB,  ftr 
Dm  House  to  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  <^  the  Whole  Heoss  on  Ifae 
elate  of  Uie  Union. 

95.  In  forming  a  committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  Speaker  shell  leave 
his  chair,  and  a  Chairman,  to  preside  in  committee,  shall  be  appeintad  by 
the  Speaker. 

96.  Upon  bills  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  Hour,  the  hffl

100.  No  motion  or  proposition  for  a  tax  or  charge  upon  the  ^^,, 
be  discu0sed  the  day  in  which  it  is  made  or  ofiered;  and  every  eueh  j 
tion  shall  receive  its  first  discussion  in  a  Committee  of  the  Virhole  7 

101.  No  sum  or  quantum  of  tax  or  duty,  voted  by  a  Committee  of  Ar 
Whole  House,  shall  be  increased  in  the  Houge  until  the  motion  or 
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tion  fer  saeh  jpcrMwe  ahill  be  first  dlscassed  and  voted  !n  a  Committee  of 
the  Wfaoki  Howe;  nnd  so  in  respect  to  the  time  of  its  conlinuandb. 

109.  All  proce«dio^  touching  appropristions  of  money  shall  be  first  dis- 
euased  in  a  Commitlee  otikm.  Whole  HoQse* 

103.  The  nilep  of  proceedings  Im  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a  Com- 
iDittf^e  of  the  Whdie  House,  so  far  as  xh^  may  be  applieaMe,  except  the 
lule  linttiDglhe  time  of  speaking;  but  no  member  «luill  speak  twice  io  any 
question,  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  ahall  have  sfioken. 

104.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  rescinded  or  chang- 
ed without  one  day 'a  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefor.  Nor  shall 
any  rule  be  suspended,  except  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
feer«  present.

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JOINT  RULES  AND  ORDERS  OP  THE  TWO  HO(JSE& 

I.  In  every  ease  of  «n  aine»<lineat  of  a  bill  apeed  to  in  ooe  HotMe,.aiid 
dissented  to  in  the  oHmt*  tr  either  House  shall  request  a  coQfe»Qce»  and  ap- 
point a  comoutiee  for  tliat  purpose*  and  the  other  House  shall  also  appoint,  a 
connnitte«  Co  confer,  such  committee  shall,  at  a  convenient  hour,  to  be  agreed 
on  by  ^eir  Chairman,  meet  in  the  conference  chamber,  and  state  lo  each 
other,  verbally  or  in  writing,  as  either  shall  choose,  the  reasons  of  their  w^ 
specttve  Houses  for  and  against  the  amendment,  and  confer  freely  tbereoa. 

9.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  by  the  Doorkeeper, 
and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the  Chair,  by  the  person  by  whom 
it  may  be  sent. 

S,  The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  when  a  message  shall  be  sent 
from  the  House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate. 

4.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  tiuch  persons  as  a  sense  of  proprie^  in  eadi 
House  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

5.  While  bills  are  on  their  |)assage  between  the  two  Hoosea,  they  ahaO  be 
on  paper,  and  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  each  House 
respectively. 

6.  After  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly  enroUed  oo 
parchment  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  or  the  Seeretary 
of  the  Senate,  as  the  bill  may  have  originated  in  the  one  or  the  other  House, 
before  it  shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

7.  When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  joint  committal 
of  two  from  the  Senate  and  two  from  the  House  of  Bepreaentatives,  ap- 
pointed «5  a  standing  committee  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  carefully  coin- 
pare  the  enrolment  witli  the  engrossed  bills,  as  passed  in  the  two  Houses 
and,  correcting  anv  errors  that  may  be  discovert  in  the  enrolled  hill% 
make  their  report  forthwith  to  the  respective  Houses. 

8.  After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed  in  the  req^eet- 
ive  Houses,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives^  then  by 
the  President  of  the  Senate. 

9.  After  a  bill  shall  have  been  thus  si8;ned  in  each  House,  it  shall  be  pre- 
sented, by  the  said  committee,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  for 
his  approbation,  (it  being  first  endorsed  on  the  back  of  the  roll,  certifying  in 
which  House  the  same  originated;  which  endorsement  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Secretary  or  Clerk  [as^the  case  may  be]  of  the  House  in  which  the  same  did 
originate,)  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  House.  The  said 
committee  shall  report  the  day  of  presentation  to  the  President,  whtdi  lime 
fhall  also  be  carefully  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  House. 

10.  All  orders,  resolutions,  and  votes,  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the 
('resident  of  the  United  States  for  his  approbation,  shall,  also,  in  the  saoie 
tnanner,  be  previously  enrolled,  examined,  and  signed;  and  shall  be  present- 
ed in  the  same  manner,  and  by  the  same  committee,  as  provided  in  eases  of 
bills. 

II.  When  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  shall  judge  it  proper 
lo  make  a  joint  address  to  the  President,  it  shall  be  presented  to  him  in  his 
audience  chamber,  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  in  the  presence  of  the 
S|jeaker  and  both  Housej. 
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
